m edal of honor aw arded by the Ohio L egislature 
to M iss K ate Shelly for h er heroic act, the details 
of which are given below, w as form ally presented 
to ber. The event brought together the largest 
crow d 
ever 
assem bled 
in 
the 
little 
vil­ 
lage, 
Including a num ber of 
men of State 
prom inence. 
T he 
N orthw estern 
road 
ran a 
special 
train 
from 
Boone, 
the 
hom e 
of 
the youug heroine, w hich bore her and her Im­ 
m ediate relatives, as well as a large party of in­ 
vited guests, to the scene of the presentation. 
Hon W elker Giveu, G overnor Sherm an’s private 
secretary, did the honors of the occasion, the 
governor not being able to attend. 
A t the request 
of M iss Shelly, P rofessor J. F. Curraw' of A ngus 
responded. A fter the cerem onies, Miss Shelly re­ 
ceived a t the P ark , w here a large num ber of people 
called 
to 
pay 
th eir 
respects. 
T he Incident 
from which tho eveut of yesterday had its origin 
occurred th ree years ago on July 0. 
M iss Shelly 
w as then a girl of 15 years. H er fath er had been 
a section hand on the N orthw estern railw ay, but 
had lost his life. 
The girl aud her m other, with 
two other children, lived in a hu t near toe railw ay 
track, upon 
the side hill near Boone, over­ 
looking the 
valley 
of 
M aingona creek. On 
the 
night 
m entioned, a 
terrible rain storm 
sw ept through 
toe country, aud 
the usually 
quiet stream soon becam e a raging to rren t. Tho 
w aters underm ined aud sw ept out toe trestle 
w ork to the railw ay bridge, but the lies and rails 
still held th eir place. 
The O m aha express was 
clue from th e W est In a short tim e. T he girl knew 
th a t the engineer would be deceived b} Hie fact 
th a t at a distance the rails were apparently intact

w as the sm all tow n of M oingona. 
sh e could 
not cross the stream , for the w aters w ere Im­ 
passable. She resolved to brave the to ry of the 
storm aud risk her life on the treacherous railw ay 
bridge. 
H er m other protested, but, Uglitiug a 
lantern, she w ent forth. 
Carefully she felt her 
way upon the toppling structure. 
W ith the aid of 
h er lantern she w alked or crept aud craw led as 
best she m igtn. 
H er m other w atched n o m 
the window 
of

house, expecting every 
m om ent 
to 
see 
the 
light 
drop 
into 
the 
surging 
w aters. 
B ut 
fortune 
sm iled 
on the little girl. Soon she gained the opposite 
bank, w here tbe footing was safe, when she sped 
with great rapidity to the station, which she 
reached ahead of tho train , and a g reat catas­ 
trophe was averted. 
This is the story of the event 
m ade m em orable yesterday by the presentation of 
the first m edal ever given in the nam e of the State. 
The m edal Is a fine w ork of art, m ade by Tiffany 
of New Y ork, costing $150. A n effort w as m ade

last w iuter, but tills she firmly refused, 
de­

Au axe and broom stick and a sm all piece 
of board w ere found close by

clots of blood. 
H ie body was identified as th a t of 
Jam es Smegins, a fiddler who played In saloons 
for w hat drin k and victuals he could gel.

revious evening 
he entertained a crowd In 
’lyim ’s saloon up to a late hour, aud during tho 
evening lie becam e Involved in a quarrel w ith 
a man 
nam ed 
Ja c k Ryan. 
aud 
stru c k the 
latter twioe in the face. 
Ryan was heard to say, 
“ ITI fix you for this, Sm egins,” but late ro il they 
made up and dran k together. The police arrested 
R yan iii a saloon tmross the river shortly after the 
body was found. 
'Hie yard or alley w here the 
body lay 
w as 
the usual sleeping place 
of 
JSmeelns, aud 
the 
only 
entrance 
o r 
exit 
from it was through the Hall of the saloon. 
Mrs. 
Flynn states that all the doors were locked when 
the occupants retired la st night, and w ere fouud 
in the sam e condition this m orning, but the m arks 
of bloody fingers w ere Plainly to be seen on the 
wall of tile hall as if m ade by some one groping 
his way along In the dark.

A Clandestine Marriage 
and a Divorce 
Ender Extraordinary Circumstances. 
P hiladelphia, Ju ly 2— IL C. Shock, a son of 
Vice-A dm iral Shock, was arrested a t C hester yes­ 
terday on a charge of desertion preferred by his 
young wife. 
Mr. Shock w as m arried secretly In 
B altim ore in 1876 to M iss M aria Louise Byrne, 
the 
daughter 
of

w ealthy 
retired 
m er­ 
chant, who was not apprised of the m arriage for 
nearly ay ear. 
T he young couple w ere scarcely of 
age, aud their union, when discovered, was vio­ 
lently opposed by the paren ts of both. 
A child 
was born in 1878, and Mr. Shock brought his wife 
to this city, but did not live w ith her. 
In 1883 a 
divorce w as agreed 
upon, but 
a 
leeonciUa- 
tlon ensued, 
and 
for 
several 
m onths they 
lived 
together 
a t 
Chester. 
The 
young 
husband’s 
father 
during 
this 
tim e, 
it

said, refused all com m unication with his son. and, 
fearing Ills fa th e r’s death and an unfavorable

Desperate Fight at a Cattle Camp in La 
Platte County, Colorado. 
Denver, Col., 
Ju ly 7.—Wilson, Carlisle 
& 
Johnson s 
cattle cam p, In 
the w estern 
part 
of La P latte count}’, near che U tah line, was 
attacted 
by 
U te 
Indians 
on 
Ju ly 
3. 
Charles 
Cook 
and 
Adolph 
Lusk, 
employes 
of the cattle com pany, 
were badly wounded. 
Five Indians w ere killed and a num ber wounded. 
Eleven horses of the w hites were slain and IOO 
w ere stolen. 
The cowboys w ere driven from their 
cam p, their outfits burned aud their provisions 
c a n id aw ay by toe Indians. Tw o of tile Wilson 
boys, aged 8 aud IO years respectively, rode tw en­ 
ty-nine hours w ithout food or rest, and arrived at 
D urango last night in an exhausted condition. 
The Utes have for some tim e been causing trouble 
to th e cattlem en by killing their cattle and steal­ 
ing their horses. 
One of W ilson’s men found sev­ 
eral ol the la tte r’s horses iii the possession of the 
Indians and endeavored to secure them . An 
Jndtau attacked him with a knife, 
aud 
was 
Killed. 
This precipitated the fight, and 17,000 
head of cattle are left a t toe mercy of the Indians. 
Colonel Hall, to e com m andant of Fort Lewis, has 
despatched a com pany of cavalry to drive the 
Indians back to th eir reservation, wUlch toe Utes 
will probably reach, wed supplied with horses 
aud cattie, before the soldiers get within reach of 
them.

Senator Miller’s Spepeli on the Navy Bill—

of this Congress Is dying quietly, and w ithout any 
Incident, on this the last day, w orthy of especial 
com m ent. 
The 
galleries 
In 
both 
houses 
are 
com fortably filled 
w ith 
spectators, 
am i 
th ere Is little or no excitem ent or bustle about 
th e capitol. 
T he P resident cam e early to the 
capitol, and has signed all tho rem aining ai>- 
pronriation 
bills 
except the navy bill. 
Tlds 
m easure, owing to 
Mr. 
M iller’s 
am endm ent 
added to th e bill last night, and which was noti- 
coneurred In by tbe H ouse, bas furnished fuel for 
discussion In th e Senate this m orning, bu t a t 11.45 
a m otion to recede from th e Senate am endm ent 
w as adopted. 
F inal adjournm ent occurred a t 3 
p. rn.

SENATOR M ILLER’S SPEECH. 


He Makes aa Attack os tbe Democratic 
Parts’. 
W a s h in g t o n , D. C., Ju ly 7.—In the Senate Avo 
senators wore present a t IO o’clock this m orning. 
The chair announced his signature to a num ber of 
bills. 
W hen the conference report on the naval 
appropriation bill was received,Mr. H ale m oved to 
recede from th e Senate am endm ents. 
Mr. M iller of C alifornia delivered a long w ritten 
speech as to the urgent dem and for a navy. Ile 
argued th a t the U nited S tates m ight soon be en­ 
gulfed In com plications w ith E uropean and South 
A m erican pow ers w hlch#would lead to w ar, and 
It 
was 
absolutely necessary for 
us 
to 
be 
fully prepared for an offensive and defensive w ar­ 
fare. 
H e w as prepared, he again asserted, to sit 
un til next w inter lu order to dispose of this 
m om entous question. The D em ocratic party was 
responsible for leaving th e country In a defence­ 
less condtion. 
Mr. M organ replied, urging th a t the senator 
from C alifornia had availed him self of an unjust 
opportunity to m ake an atta ck upon the Dem o­ 
cratic party. 
Ile w anted a navy him self. 
N ot, 
how ever, as a th re a t ag ain st m ankind, an d lie 
was opposed to taking steps for the Im m ediate 
construction of a large naval force, on the ground 
th a t It was needed to avert war. 
Mr. Conger said the S enate could not afford to 
recede from its am endm ents to the bill, since the 
country needed aud dem anded a pow erful navy. 
Mr. H aw ley also spoke as to tho crying dem and 
for a navy. 
W ithout a navy, iii toe event of a 
foreign w ar, all that would be left for us would he 
subm ission to a cow ardly peace. 
Mr. H ale said nothing could be gained by con­ 
tinuing toe controversy w ltb th e House, and It 
would be w ise for toe Senate to recede. 
T he m otion to recede w as then agreed to, and 
th e conference report was adopted. 
A resolution 
w as adopted agreeing to adjourn slue die a t 2 
o’clock. 
On motion of Mr. B ayard tb e th an k s of the Sen­ 
ate w ere accorded H on, G eorge F. Edm onds for 
toe ability, courtesy and Im partiality w ith which 
he had presided over their deliberations this ses­ 
sion. 
Mr. A llison, chairm an of th e appropriations 
com m ittee, m ade a brief statem ent in regard to 
the appropriation bills, show ing th a t there was a 
to tal increase of $22,000,000 over those of last 
year. 
This increase arose largely from the fact 
th a t last year there was no river and h arbor bill, 
while this year over $14,OOO,OOO was appropriated 
for internal Im provem ents. 
M iscellaneous appro­ 
priations had also been largely Increased. 
Mr. A lllsou, referring to the debate on the navy, 
stated th at nex t year, he had no doubt. Congress 
would be as liberal In Us appropriations for the 
navy as ever before. 
f 
The Increase of appropriations from year to yea 
w as not the fau lt of any party or either house, but 
followed from tbe natural aud rapid grow th of tbe 
country. 
Mr. M orrill asked if th ere w as not some wav In 
w hich the convenience of having large ap p ro p ria­ 
tion bills brought in on toe last day of Hie session 
could be avoided, 
H e suggested th at th ere m ight 
he some arrangem ent w hereby the Senate could 
originate appropriate hills. 
Air. Allison said efforts had frequently been 
m ade to effect that object. 
The Senate could 
originate appropriation bills, b u t It would be lost 
labor lf the H ouse refused to pass them . The only 
way to settle such a m atter was by m eans of a 
jo in t resolution. 
In answ er to Mr. Brown. Mr. 
A llison stated th a t the aggregate appropriations 
w ere $193,201,087. T he secretary of the treasu ry 
had estim ated the surplus th is year at $45,000,000. 
T he appropriations tills y ear would probably re­ 
duce the surplus from $20,000,000 to §23,000,000. 
Mr. Cockrell referred to the Im possibility of any­ 
one at Hits stage giving cot rect statem ents of Hie 
receipts and expenditures of the governm ent for 
the present fiscal year. 
Accordingly, lie placed 
little reliance on tubulated statem ents from tbe 
appropriation com m ittee. 
A t 12.45 the Senate went into executive session. 
D uring the executive session the tim e for ad­ 
journm ent was exieiiued to 3 o’clock. 
N othing 
w as done until 2.45, when the signature of the 
President was announced to several enrolled bills. 
Mr. Allison then said the business of Hie session 
w as closed, aud m oved the form al adjournm ent. 
This was am eed to, and Mr, E dm unds tra d e his 
closing address, which was well worded, and 
touchingly delivered, 
Ile referred to tim pleasant 
relations which had existed oil both sides of the 
cham ber. 
T he session had seem ed like a century 
of the history of a people who had excited the 
adm iration and wonder of m ankind, 
“ Let us 
hope,” 
he 
exclaim ed, 
“ th at 
our 
labors 
m ay Justify the 
placing 
of 
another 
white 
stone on 
tho pathw ay 
of Hie Re) ublicans.’’ 
He returned 
thanks 
for Hie com plim entary 
resolution passed early iii the day, and concluded 
by extending his h eartfelt personal friendship to 
his colleagues aud the em ployes of the Senate. 
This ended the business of the sen ate for this ses- 
si( n. 
.proceedings under toe call continued until 3 
o'clock, the hour fixed for final adjournm ent, 
when Hie speaker, B lackburn, declared the H ouse 
adjourned w ithout day.

in a county, m aking them very helpful to each 
otuer in Hie way of com m unicating the results of 
experim ents with various crops or fertilizers, 
breeds of cattle and sheep, new and im proved 
tom s, etc. 
Each farm er lias contributed of his 
own experience to oitiers, and has received the 
bern fit of then s and goes home wiser than ho 
carne. The tendency of the m eetings is to enlarge 
tho scope ol lits vision and acquaintance, and 
make him a mali of broader views and larger 
iv lepatbies. -Most excellent also is the effect 
at ou the wives aud daughters, lifting them out 
of the dull 
monotony ot Household care, and 
prom oting otherw ise neglected social intercourse.

Tho Corn-Root Worm. 
The corn-root worm, in the form in wlff<?h it 
affects tile root of corn, is a slender w hite grub, 
not thicker tliau a pm , from one-fourth to three- 
eighths of lach In length,w ith a sm all brown head, 
and six very short leg*. 
It com m ences it* attack 
In May or Ju n e, usually a t som e distance from the 
stalk, tow ards w hich It eats its way beneath the 
epiderm is, killing tne root as fast as it proceeds. 
Late lu Jiffy or early In A ugust it tra n sfo im sin 
the ground uear Hie base of the hill, changing into 
a w hite pupa, about flttceu Uuudreihs of au bien 
long aud tw o-thirds that w idth, looking som ew hat 
like Mi adult beetle, but with the wings aud wing- 
covers rudim entary, aud with the legs closely 
draw n up against the body. A few days later It 
em erges as a perfect insect, about one-fifth of au 
inch in length, varying in color from pale green* 
IMI brown lo brtglii grass green, add usually w ith­ 
out spots OI m arkings of auy kind. 
I m f beetle 
clim bs up the stalk, living on latten bollen and 
upon Hie silk at the tip of tho ear until the latter 
die* when a Sew of Hie beetles creep down be­ 
tween the husks aud teed upon the corn Itself, 
while oilier* resort for food to the pollen of such 
weeds in Hie field as are at th a t tim e in blossom. 
In septem ber and O ctober the eggs are laid in the 
around upon or al out the roots of Hie com , and 
most of the beetles soot) after disappear from 
the field. 
They may oidiifiuiiy be found upon rise 
late blooming plants, teeding as usual upon Hie 
pollen ot the Bowers and also to some extent upon 
molds .hid other fungi, and upon decaying vegeta­ 
tion. 
There can be no fu m ier doubt that the in­ 
sect is single brooded, th a t It hibernates in Hie 
egg as a rule, and th at m isdoes not hatch until 
after trie-ground bas beeu ploughed and planted 
to corn in the spring, probably in May and June. 
Although Hie aw ult beetles, when num erous, do 
some harm by eating Ute silk before Hie kernels 
are fertilized by Hie pollen, and also destroy oc­ 
casionally a few kernels iii the Up of tile ear, yet 
tile principal injury is done by the larva in is at­ 
tack upon tile roots. Tile extent of tiffs injury 
depends not only upon tile bunn er or the worms, 
but also upon the soli aim w eather and the general 
condition of the crop, being w orst on hi.’h land aud 
in d rv w eather. 
Under specially unlavurable cir­ 
cum stances the loss due to the insect may am ount 
to tram one-fourth to oue-haif or even three-fourths 
of tile c lo p ; but when the conditions are generally 
favorable, It rarely am ounts to more than te n o r 
tw enty per 
cent, and frequently eveu to less. 
A lthough th e roots penetrated Uy Hie larva; die 
and decay, tnritty corn Witt throw out new ones to 
replace tnose lost. The hold ot Hie stalk upon Hie 
ai oiind 
is 
often 
so 
w eakened 
th a t 
slight 
wind 
is sufficient 
to 
prostrate 
the 
corn. 
U nder 
these 
circum stances 
it 
Will 
often throw out new roots from the jo in ts above 
Hie ground, til us rallying to a certain extern 
against serious Injury. 
As Hie result of num erous observation* and 
comparison.*, it Is clearly lo be see t th a t little or 
no nlischlef is done except iii fields th at liavo 
been in corn during the y ear or tfvo preceding, 
and a frequent change ut crops Is therefore a 
com plete preventive. Beyond this, the lite Ittsioiy 
ol I e insect gives us little hope of lighting it elleoi- 
tiuu.y except at too g reat expense, as Hie eggs ana 
w onns arc scattered and hidden In the ground, 
aud the 
perfect beetle Is 
widely 
despersed 
throughout Hie field. Experim ents will Le in­ 
stituted at the earliest possible day to determ ine 
w hether some fertilizer w hose value to Hie crop 
will pay (or its use m ay not have a destructive 
effect either upon th e egg or larvae iii the ground. 
A full account oi this beetle, with U lust.atlous of 
it* different stages, will be published in the next 
aunual report Iron this office.—[Indiana Farm er. 


Selecting Com m srcial Fertilizers. 
I have te e n greatly im pressed of late th a t m any 
do not m ake a proper selection of com m ercial fer­ 
tilizer* ; not th ai they fail to select standard goods 
m ade by trustw orthy parties, but th at they do 
uot select Hie right sort for the crops they are 
intending to m an u re— d o #not select the brand 
winch contains the rig h t pro poi'ti OU of the Im por­ 
ta n t Iiiiiiedieuts of w hich it is composed. 
One 
very striking instance of this is th a t tiieie has 
beeu sold in this vicinity during the p ast spring 
by a dealer, a large q uantity of a brand of super- 
phosphate which contained bo potash w hatever, 
out which contained a large per cent. of phos­ 
phoric acid, being intended for gr in. 
H ie far­ 
m ers around here generally use about all Hie 
comme rend fertilizers winch they purchase on 
hop* and potatoes. 
T h at dealer kept no other 
b aud but this and 
sold it alike to alt aud tor all 
clops. 
Now, It I* a tact with which m ost intelli­ 
gent men are acquainted 
th at 
the 
Imp and 
potato are 
tfolu 
plants 
which 
require 
po t­ 
ash more t lpm any other cue thing, and th at 
tu n er phosphate used on them m ust necessarily 
lull lo have as good aud btuelicial ail effect as it 
would have had on grain. 
This shows th a t few 
ot those w ho purchase com m ercial fertilizer# are 
able to select w hat they w ant; lienee the im port­ 
ance of tins subject. 
I ani not w riting to in stin ct 
scientific men, bul to throw some light in Hie 
paths of a large m ajority of larm ers who, I believe, 
from my observation, know nothing about the tn- 
c redie ut* ot which the fertilizers th a t they buy 
aie composed. 
From a p u ce of laud which is 
fairly ferule, we ought to lie able to obtain a large 
crop if we have just the right m anure, or a special 
m anure for it; aud when we purchase our m a­ 
nures In so condensed a form, aud can purchase 
so many different kinds, we ought to be able to 
obtuiu special m anures. 
For instance, I have a 
field which contains a fair proportion of pot­ 
ash. 
phosphoric aclu, 
silicic 
acid, 
etc. 
I 
desire 
to 
sow 
the 
field 
With 
wheat. 
W heat not requiring such an 
extraorulnary 
quantity of potash, I have enough of th at to 
grow a large crop; but w heat com al1.!* a large per 
cent. of phosphoric acid, so I will put m uch ot this 
on Hie field.

I t has been dem onstrated th at seed corn for fod­ 
der give* best results when drilled in, w ith suffi 
d e n t space betw een the rows for running a culti­ 
vator. A practical question, not quite so satisfac­ 
torily answ ered, is w hether the fodder shall grow 
so thickly in the furrow as to prevent the form a­ 
tion of ears, or w netber it shall be grow n thin 
to obtain well-formed ears. There are two sides 
to this question. 
T hick planting m akes more fod­ 
der, but ii is liable lo lodge, aud iii quality is bard 
iy equal to fodder th a t has stood thin enough to 
g. t Hie effects of am ple sunlight and ventilation. 
W hen the ears are perm itted to form there is 
euougU gram mixed with the chopped s u lk s lo 
do away w ith Hie addition of meal. 
Flam ing iii 
dribs 
about three feet apart, with say ten 
kernels d iupped >>er 
foot, lias 
brought sat­ 
isfactory 
results 
iii 
past 
seasons. 
A 
rule 
among some of our m ost successful farm ers Is 
one ana a half bushels of seen corn to the acre 
for fodder. 
Fonder for early feeding m ust be 
planted early, of course. Au excellent plan is to 
seed at intervals of ten day* from about the first 
or middle of June on to Jiffy, so as to furnish a 
succession of cutting*. Corn fodder, when two feet 
high, fed green, provides a capital m aterial for 
Uuinu over the season betw een the parching up of 
grass in July until fail ram s have revived the pus­ 
tules. To produce a profitable yield, the plants 
ought to be cultivated two or tnree tim e*; tile soil 
m ust be kept well stirred aud the weeds down.

by stock, as a change from tne dry provender 
which they receive for so many m onth# of m c coin 
season. The m onetary value of the er..p is nearly 
equal to grain, if we will consider the uses to 
which w e may apply turnips, 
in sowing Hie seed

enough to adm it of cultivation w ith cultivator, but 
plants should be thinned oim-to a single oue every 
six inches, or of such distance ap art us to affimt 
of Hie hoe. The fly is very destructive to this crop 
as it comes up. and cosequently Hie seed should 
be used liberally, as Hic surplus plants are more 
easiyrem oved loan to resow. Ashes are said to pre­ 
vent Hie attack* of Hie fly, but care s< ould be ex­ 
ercised in applying ashes to lauder Plant#*

solution of carbolic acid with

K eep tne 
field clean, as well w orked, and push the pl-H't# 
forw ard. 
The rutabagas are Hie best for a Held 
crop, aud the

Poisonous Plants a n d Flowers. 
T here a re m any plants whose leaves, flowers 
and seeds contam virulent poisons, which every 
one should kuow , so as to avoid them and keep 
children from them . B uttercups possess a poi­ 
sonous property, which disappears when 
the 
flowers are dried in hay; no cow will feed upon 
them wl lie in blossom. So caustic are Hie petals 
t t Hey w ill som etim es Inflame tim skin of ten- 
uc-i fingers. 
Everv cnild should be cautioned 
against eating them ; iuueed, it is desirable to 
caution children about tasting Hic petals of any 
flowers, o r putting leaves into their m ouths, ex­ 
cept those known to he bai uffess. 
'The oleander 
contains a deadly poison in its leaves aud flowers, 
aud is said to be a dangerous plant for Hie par or 
or unm ig-rooni. 
Tile flowers mid berries of Hie 
wild bryony possess a powerful purgative; and 
ti e red berries, which attract children, have 
proved fatal. 
The seeds of the laburnum aud 
catalp a tree should be kept from children, aud 
Hi ere is a poisonous property in their bark.

out the least ‘idea of their poisonous qualities. 
T he w itter hem lock, or cow Wine, resem bles p ars­ 
nips 
and lias been eaten for them w ith deadly 
effects. Tim w ater aropw ort resem bles celery 
when not In flower, ana Us roots are also sim ilar 
to tnose ot the piit nsnipj but they contain a viru­ 
lent poison, producing convulsions, which end in 
death ill a Short time. 
The Une-lcaved w ater 
dropw ort and Hie common drqpw ort are also dan­ 
gerous Weeds. 
The buib3 of Hie daffodils w ere 
ouce m istaken tor leeks aud bolled In soup, with 
Very disastrous effects, m aking Hie whole house 
boid intensely nauseated, aud the children did not 
recover trcn i their effect* for several days. 


A t C alvin * T im *. 
J u s t preceding calving cows should be treated 
kinuly, judiciously and hum anely. 
I t is a m atter 
of farm economy to see th at tne cow has an ex tra 
chance in both teed and stabling for a few weeks 
before calving. N ot one farm er in a hundred lads 
to favor them in tins Way after calving. 
This 
attention is partly induced by Hie necessity of 
m oving the calf out from the common herd, and 
even the most Im provident can understand th at ii 
they w ant mille thev m ust mess the cow. But very 
few’ are thoughtful enough to extend this same 
treatm en t to their cow* for week# before calving, 
when, 
in fact, 
the 
usefulness aud th rift of 
Hie entile season depends m uch Upon Hie tre a t­ 
m ent given 
lier during this 
critical 
period. 
A cow should also be k ep t quiet and undis­ 
turbed, especially tor a few days im m ediately pre­ 
ceding parturition. The practice of allow ing them 
to drop their calves iii a com m on sta: ie, and 
w hile they are closely confined In the stanchion, 
is a very cruel one, aud frequently results iii the I 
loss of Hie calf. 
It is a p retty hard show for th# j 
tender little new-comer to bo dropped iii ax o id 
staple, out of Hie reach of tile m other’s tongue 
and exposed to Hie m erciless hoots or Hie other 
pc- upauts. No wwndei th a t the farm er who bil­ 
lows tiffs pernicious practice practice frequently 
Cuds a little frozen bdtty when w h e e lie opens Iii* 
cow -stable on a cold w inter m orning, lie deserves 
tile loss. 
Tile expense of providing an ex tra stall 
or pen for the use of cows during this practical 
period Is but trifling. 
A box ft:all 
ten lect 
square would be plenty large enough, and the 
cow should he turned loose In tiffs, w ith plenty 
of Straw bedding provided. 
lr there Is no m a n 
fur such an arran g em en t in th# stable pm per. a 
good warm pen can be constructed outside, with 
posts, boards and straw . 
The cow can then be 
kept quiet, and can be fed and w atered separately 
from the hern. 
W hen it Is t me to wean Hie calf 
She can again be put into lier accustom ed stall, and 
the pen m ane vacant for the next in order. She 
should have netter feed and more of it. 
lf Hie 
calf is to be well developed and thrifty, she m ust 
have the m aterial to m ake it so; w ithout draw ing 
upon lier own fram e, as si)© surely m ust, if not 
supplied in another form. I t stands to reason th at 
lf (luring th at period there is not enough supplied 
for both, th a t which aliquid go to the cow will he 
used ill building up the calf; for it is one of. Hie 
prim ary laws of nature to develop and bring 
lo n h young, even if It be done at the expense 
of m aternal structure. 
T he Infant calf lias some 
rh 'h ts. 
it is entitled to a good, fair snare of its 
m other’# milk until tt I' old enough to be tendered 
an equivalent am ount of nourishm ent in some 
o ther form. 
It lins a right to a suitable pl -ce to 
eat aud live In. w here It will not have to fight for 
its existence or tor its sm all portion f dahy nour- 
lshm ent. 
It has a rigid to be kindly treated , fed 
regularly and in uniform quantities. It has a right 
to clean-kept quarters, such as are given the 
horse, and such as should be given to every duino 
anim al in Hie farm er’s care. 
lf one is not witting 
to accord to Hie calf these few natural-! oim rights, 
he has no right to reap any profit from him . aud it 
Is quite cie if th a t the profit realized will be fully 
us sm all as justice dem ands.

Some of the 
largest and most profitable of the dairies in G er­ 
m any, which is celebrated for these indispensable 
attrib u tes of a g re a t class agricultural eslahlisn- 
m eiit, are constructed partly underground, and 
are quite d ry and alw ays kept a* nearly a* possi- 
| ble a t # tem perature o f 60°. 
The floors are paved 
i w Itll hard brick, cem ented, aim sm all channels or 
■ pure w ater are conducted ti.rough the ap art­ 
m ents. 'J lie air also circulates lively through 
Hmm, aud Hie vapor of 
the milk pass## off 
unobstnm tedly. 
T ne walls 
are 
sm ooth 
ana 
w hitew ashed, and now here can th ere be seen a 
trace of dust or even a sem i-lance of dirt. 
The 
pans are pieced low down on tim floors, never oil 
shelves, wlille Hie atm osphere within is perfectly 
free from every disagreeable odor th at m ight Ii ve 
the effect of im pairing tho sw eetness and purity 
of the exposed rniik and cream . 
H ere. In our 
o w n -State, aud especially in the eastern portion 
of ii, our best dairies are conducted on sim ilar 
m ethod*, except th at thev are not frequently sunk 
beneath th e surface of the ground, uiougli they 
som etim es are wdiere the spring is so located as 
to m ake it necessary. 
R unning w ater is of Hie 
utm ost im portance in the m anufacture of a first- 
class article of b u tter ; and w here spring* arb not 
attainable on the surface, the adm irable wind 
pow ers th at have been introduced upon our farm s 
fairly supply this deficiency.

ruu its course. 
Many farm ers lieiievc, indeed, 
th a t this ferm entation is advantageous, and not a 
few of them hold th at tt is not well to dry hay 
too thoroughly before storiutr. ll. lest the neces­ 
sary ripening in the 
mow should be hindered. 
A couple of English chem ists, Percy F rank- 
laud aud 
Jordan, have recently experim ented 
upon this m atter with the view or ascertaining 
w hat kinds of ga*es are evolved during Hie 
ferm entation. They find, as w as to have been 
expected, th a t e r in ai the ordinary tem pera­ 
ture ut the air a good deal of carbonic acid is 
given off, aud th a t this gas is accom panied by 
m ere traces of hydrogen aud hydrocarbons. 
In 
the beginning, when the com paratively dry grass 
was in contact w ith air. and was, so to say, satu ­ 
rated with air, the oxygen of Hie air was rapidly 
absorbed and changed to carbonic ac d. 
But even 
alter the oxygen had been com pletely rem oved In 
tiffs way from the confined volume of air em ployed 
in til experim ent,tliere was still evolution of car­ 
bonic acid from Hie hay, tim oxygen for which 
m ust have come from some co n -tttu eu t of the 
grass. On account of the presence of nitrogen hi 
air, it was difficult to conclude from the experi­ 
m ents made in the air as to w hat happened with 
reg ald to the nitrogen in the m ass during the fe r­ 
m entation. 
Hence, experim ents were inane upon 
other portiou9 of Hie incom pletely dried grass 
confined, iu some cases, in an atm osphere of car­ 
bonic acid, aud in other instances iii atm osphere# 
of oxygen and hydrogen, 
l l appeared, however, 
th at Hie atm osphere with which the grass was su r­ 
rounded had but little influence either rn on i he vol­ 
ume or the com position of Hie gases prod tub d. I lie 
evolution of carbonic acid took place about as 
rapidly iii Hie artificial atm osphere# as it did in 
air, but it was noticed th a t in the atm osphere of 
oxygen there was a considerable evolution of 
nitrogen, as well as of carbonic acid; Whence tile 
inference th at nitrogen Is really evolved w hen Day 
ferm ents in the air. 
The oxygen wa* so rapidly 
absoibeu by Hie grass th at, even IU Hie experi­ 
m ents with pure oxygen, it was com pletely used 
up in Hie course of a week, a fter which lim e tile 
evolution of nitrogen from the grass practically 
ceased. 
On adding new quantities of oxygen, 
however, nitrogen was again liberated from the 
bay, though som ew hat less rapidly than at Aret; 
the am ount given off was still very considerable, 


Heifers With Their First Calf. 
T he practice of some larm ers of allow ing the 
first calves of heifers designed for the dairy to 
ruu w ith the m others cannot be too strongly con­ 
dem ned. 
T here is no tune when a heifer eau be 
so easily broken to milk aud m ade a gentle cow as 
when she comes in with her first calf; she then 
readily accepts the situation. 
But lf she lins been 
allowed to raise her calf w ithout m ilking, she will 
not forget it, aud will be rebellious when her 
second calf Is taken aw ay and the a I tem pt made 
to break her to milk. 
Then again, a calf running 
w ith it* m other takes the milk every hour or 
two of 
the 
day, 
and 
there is 
no 
such 
developm ent 
of 
the udder 
and 
nu-k 
veins 
as 
there 
would 
be if 
she 
was 
m ilked but twice a day. I t will be exceptional 
and rare, if with such treatm ent, a heifer ever 
develops into as gdbd a m ilker as if milked from 
Hie sta ll. 
Among strong objection l o Iii# system 
u th at a heifer w ill wean her calf or it wdl wean 
itself, ana she wilt go dry for some m ouths before 
coining in again. 
In cows for th# dairy, It ii of 
very g reat im portance to establish Hie habit of 
giving milk well up to the tim e of calving, and 
w ith the heifer iii h er first season the flow o f m ilk 
should be Kept- up a9 long as possible iii order lo 
establish this habit. 
In a fte r y ears she can be 
•riven the needed period fo r rest, bu t will keep up 
a fair flow of milk till Hie proper tim e comesjfor 
drying her o

Core for Bloat. 
A couple of weeks ago I noticed in your colum ns 
a couple of articles upon bloat in cattle, and its 
prevention and cure. 
Borne tune ago I was unfor­ 
tun ate enough to lose a couple of cattle by tins 
m eans, having turned them into a clover patch 
after th eir receiving nothing but dry hay. N atu­ 
rally. after I had experience. I Inquired very care­ 
fully into the cause and cure of bloat, and I Hunk 
I eau now prevent it as well as relieve it it should 
be brought on. 
The cause is the form ation of a 
large am ount of gas in the stom ach and intestines 
to w hich there is given no escape, 
l o pre­ 
vent this. I am careful to prepare my cows 
to go on grass by feeding them soft loon m ixed 
w ith tile dry tor a week or so before (kilting them 
to p astu re. 
I have tried the following cure a 
dozen of tim es, and never saw it fail. T ake a 
piece of chalk about as large as a hen’s egg, break 
It into a powder, aud then mix It witli a q u a rt of 
strong cider vinegar, 
ta the absence of vinegar. 
pour bolling w ater over Hie chalk and give the 
m ixture to the anim al w hen quite warm . 
lid s 
m ixture will also relieve colic iii a horse very 
quickly. I have tried ibis rem edy enough to know 
m at it’is a good one, and It may be ot use to youq 
read ers.—[Canadian Farm er.

M ississippi lias a 
S tate A ssociation to prom ote it, and thousands of 
farm ers Iii the South last year planted a little to 
try it, and for the seed, w ith very satisfactory re­ 
sults. 
An intelligent G reek, Mr. C. M enelas, who. after 
travelling extensively, and especially noting the 
lute culture in India, finally settling at Brook­ 
haven, .Miss., lias r a is e d it there for four o r five 
years, each year increasing ids acreage, and says 
that the libre is equal iu quality to India-grown

Points on Sheep Herding, 
A practical sheep raiser, whose success in the 
business gives him a rig h t to Instruct, recently 
gave the substance of tn e following as points on 
herding,'which are subm itted as worthy of perusal; 
“ M any sm all bu t im portant p< lilts in sheep herd­ 
ing are not th o u g h t of or are not acted upon from 
carelessness or Inattention. T he general herding 
of sheep by a green band being sim ply taking out 
the sheep, getting them to shade, getting them 
home again w ithout loss a tte r a long day s work. 
It is possible to take ou t sheep in Hie m orulug, 
keep tnem out att day and bring them in again 
halt-starved. 
It is often done by h erders who, 
w ith Hie best ot inteiffiuus and desire to do 
their duty, fall ouly tiff w ant of Instruction. 
In Hie m orning 
sheep 
may 
be 
indisposed 
to move, especially lf dew is on the grass. 
Gener­ 
ally Sheep will strike out w ith a lively m ovem ent 
as though for a good day’s exercise; lf the leaders 
are not restrained the hinderm ost ones will have 
so much work to keep up th at very Utile tim e will 
be devoted to grazing. 
If sheep are not w atered 
before the heat of Hie day causes them to bunch 
un they will not leave Hie shade for it; any at­ 
tem pt to drive them will not be good; only half 
Witt drink. 
Ii salted in Hic m orning before leav­ 
ing cam p, or the night previous, sheep will move 
j or w ter the first tlu u g ; they will graze content­ 
edly 
If Hie sheep are to graze as long as they 
will 
they can take their own tim e, but if on 
account of darkness 
or 
any other 
reason, 
they are likely to lie hastened home, directly 
aim few are disposed to resum e feeding out. they 
should att he driven and kept out until with one 
accord they m ake a m ovem ent to the home cam p.

Hoist lie supplied, 
lf. on a dull and cloudy day, 
sheep eat all Hie time, does it not stand to reason 
th at, when the day is verv warm, Hint every facil­ 
ity should be giveu to leugiheii out the hours of 
Brazil!!?

son 
to 
suffer ; 
lf 
allowed 
abundant room 
they 
will be 
a 
good 
help 
to the range, 
and as weeds are growing thev 
should 
lie

parts are grow ing rank and tasteless. 
The shep­ 
h e r d ’ s duty is to nurse the sheep and the range; 
iii doing one the other must necessarily be done. 
lf sheep are properly handled in the spring they

the soil, releasing plant food th a t would otherw ise 
rem ain inert.

T he earth should not be draw n tow ards bean 
p lants in boeing, nor should any cultivation be 
attem pted while the leaves are wet with dew or 
rain 
lf d irt touche# Hie leaves It w ill ru st or rot 
them . 
No hoeing should be done a fter the beans 
have blossomed. 
A correspondent says th a t in cutting up some 
dead and decaying appl# trees he dislodged scores 
of borers w hich had found lodgm ent In 
Hie 
tru n k and roots, and is now convinced th a t such 
trees ought not to be le a in Hie orchard to serve 
as breeding places for insects, but Im m ediately 
consigned to the fire, 
Some of the greatest advantages of u n d e rm in ­ 
ing are found in putting tiles in fields th a t in must 
places are dry enough already. 
In a w et tim e 
ploughing, cultivating or other w ork ou the en tire 
field is suspended until these places get into con­ 
dition to work. 
T he loss from this is m ost notice­ 
able in hoed crops, as corn or potatoes, w here 
wedds get Hie advantage and double or trebJe tile 
labor of after cultivation. 
W ith a field cry in 
parts tills evil m ay be avoided. 
T urpentine has so strong an odor th a t it will 
prevent depredation* of most insects, and on a 
small scale is one of the best applications th a t can 
be made. 
A corn-cob dipped In turpentine will 
keen cucum ber Aid squash bug* froiu the nill to 
winch it is apt lied. 
If hung in plum trees it will 
prevent attacks of the curculio. 
A light seeding of buckw heat, not more titan 
one-halt bushel p er acre, is am ple w here a grain 
crop Is desired. The plants, when standing riiinly, 
spread more widely, so as to cover Hie ground and 
produce more seed than a greater num ber of 
plants standing so thickly as to crowd each other. 
T here is more solid nutrim ent in whole w heat, as 
a feed for poultry, than iii any of the cereals, 
w eight for w eight. It is an excellent kind of grain 
for tills use, though som ew hat more ex e sive 
than other so rts, hut too much of this hearty mod 
is detrim ental, particularly when carelessly I'eTto 
Codlins, B rahm as, etc. 
I t not more than one-third or one-fourth of 
w heat is allowed with oilier sorts of grain for 
ordinary purposes in the laying season, hens will 
do quite a* well, and they can thus be kept in bet­ 
ter average condition than by a greater allow ance. 
W e have proved tills by frequent practical expeii- 
nteht in feeding. 
.

. 
Because ducks and geese have a fondness for 
w ater, many persons allow the young ones to go 
to the ponds as soon as they are hatched, the con­ 
sequence being th a t many of them die irom get­ 
ting damp. 
It is well enough to allow them oa 
Hie w ater after thev are feathered, for Hie feath­ 
ers keep the bodv d ry : but the yellow down on 
ducklings aud goslings is no protection, and they 
become wet and chitted as soon as th ey go upon 
the w ater. 
A little care at first will save many 
young w ater fowls, especially when Hie m ornings 
are cool. 
Any cow can be m ilked dry in a le w w eeks by 
irregular 
m ilking, som etim es 
at 
intervals of 
tw enty-four lim ns and som etim es of six. 
Separa­ 
tion from her usual com pany, a change to new 
location, a strange m ilker and scolding voice, are 
sources of irritation th at more or less im pair the 
m ilking qualities of a cow. 
A good cow is as easily kept as a bad o n e ; good 
grain is as easily m arked as chicken feed; good 
anim al and vegetable products are as easily m asti­ 
cated and dlge-tted as bad ones. 
Many farm ers scum to be afraid to feed pigs 
enough when young and sm all. 
'Hie rig s m ust be 
kep t growing. 
A stunted pig will probably cost 
more than lie will come to when properly fattened. 
A hog ought to be in a good m arketable condition 
a t eight m ouths old. 
One cause of Hie deterioration of swine is th a t 
sows are attoweii to breed tao early. 
If a sow lias 
lier first pigs at fifteen m onths it is early enough. 
Then if a good m otlier and good m ilker she should 
be kept as a breeder til! four, live, or even six 
years old. 
H er pigs will steadily increase in 
value, and Hic Utters will also be larg er than the 
first one. 
B reeding sows should have access to good pas­ 
tu re before and after breeding a t this season. 
Sheep at pasture during Slimmer need some shel­ 
te r for shade during Hie h eat of the day and 
against cold storm * which often prevail and give 
rise 't o serious cold# while the sheep ap# lresltty 
shorn. Tins shelter may Le of tem porary charac* 
ter, aud should Le located on an elevated spot in 
the field, if possible the very poorest, us the sheep 
Witt rapidly eluiugo it to the most terttte.

Chicago, July 5.—Never has Chicago witnessed 
such a demonstration as tonight. Seldom has any 
man been accorded anywhere such a welcome as 
has General Butler. As soon as It was known that 
ho had arrived In town every street leading to tne 
Palmer House was lined with men aud women 
going 
thither. 
By 
8 
o’clock 
Ingress 
at 
the Fainter House was almost Impossible. There 
was a 
throng pressing 
upon 
the 
sidewalk 
and pavement up Into the doorways of business 
blocks, showing itself at the windows of every 
available building from which the Palm er House 
could be seen, 
and 
even 
the roofs of tho 
Chicago Club and oilier buildings upon Monroe 
and State streets were covered with 
people. 
Making an estim ate by counting a line across the 
street as carefully as possible, and doing the same 
along the sidewalk and adjoining tho buildings, 
tor a little distance, there were at least 50,000 
people In lino at that time. 
They still came, they 
crowded In the mass 
of humanity until 
It 
seemed as lf no more could be wedged ta. The 
surges Included hundreds in each wave. 
Still 
they came in till the mass was almost too 
solid to move. The calls were loud and strong for 
Butler. 
The ear caught no other sound but 
“ Butler” except the cheers, which were constant 
and deafening, except now aud then some patriotic 
song would be given, with a chorus of 10,000 
throats, such as Hie air of “Marching Through 
Georgia,” or “John Brown’s Body," or the “Star 
Spangled Banner,” would float iu tremendous 
volume for miles away. 
A very large aud enthusiastic crowd were await­ 
ing the arrival of the train at Ute Lake Shore de- 
X>ot. 
Au the G eneral A lighted from the Train 
he was greeted with a warm demonstration. Mr. 
W. ii. Muldoon, the president of the Coopers’ 
Union and chairm an of the committee of fifteen 
tppointed by the labor unions of Chicago to 
receive General Butler, advanced and tendered 
him a reception. General Butler replied that he 
was at their service at any time, and 9 o’clock ut 
the Palmer House was fixed upon as the time and 
place. 
General 
Butler and His 
party 
were 
escorted to barouches by the committee and 
were driven to Hie Palmer House. 
There tho 
enthusiasm was tremendous, and the cheering 
loud and continued. So large was tho crowd 
which lilied the immense hall of the hotel to catch 
a glimpse of the renowned leader of the Bay State 
Democracy that It was with great dilliculty that he 
could get to his room. 
At 8 o’clock the procession of the trades unions 
was formed in Market square in m e following 
order:

Twenty-eight assemblies. 
Seamen’s Union. 
Bricklayers’ Union. 
Carpenters and Joiners’ Union.

Three coaches filled with 
Butler veterans from 
Joliet, commanded by Mayor Kelly of that city. 
'Citizens in carriages and on foot. 
Wagons laden with burning calcium lights ac­ 
companied the procession and brilliantly illu­ 
minated the way. 
The transparencies 
were 
numerous and excellent. Tile Social Labor Club 
bore an enormous spoon, thirty feet long, and the 
motto, “This spoon will be used to 
scrape 
tho 
barnacles 
from 
the 
ship 
of 
state.” 
Other transparencies read, “Labor conquers all” ; 
' ‘Butler will sweep the country” ; •’We'll paint 
this country red with Butler at our head” ; Tewks­ 
bury has no votes, hut we have” ; ‘'Butler Is never 
afraid to express his opinion” ; “ Butler will cut a 
Dutch Gap in the ranks of our fenemlos” ; “ The 
monopoly 
of 
laud 
and 
labor 
are 
the 
twin relics of barbarism” ; “Labor must aint 
shall prevail.” 
Some of the mottoes were in 
German. Two of them, translated, read: “ Butler 
on the temperance question is free and open. He 
is not like a cat on a hot gridiron.” The Germans 
In sentiment.” 
The procession, starting from M arket square 
about 10,000 strong, ma; died with ringing cheers 
by the principal hotels to the Palmer House. 
T he Dem and for B u tler 
from the throngs 
awaiting 
his 
arrival 
at 
Hie Palmer House 
was 
so 
great 
that 
at 
last he appeared upon the Improvised platform 
upon Monroe street, where the cheers rang out on 
the air strong, deep, irresistible, like the roar of 
Niagara 
or 
a 
forest 
swayed 
by

and 
flame. 
It 
was 
fifteen 
min­ 
utes 
yet 
before 
the 
head 
of 
Hie 
procession approached from Wabasli avenue, and 
when it turned in upon Monroe street. 
Hero it 
was absolutely halted for many minutes before it 
was possible to obtain passage through. 
Still the 
cry rang out, “Hurrah! hurrah! Butler! Butler!” 
It was above the beating of drums and the 
blast of bugle aud trombone and cornet. When tho 
procession had succeeded in jamming into tho 
space near the platform there must have been 
from 150,000 to 200,000 people lu the streets aud 
squares around the great hotel, while within 
the rotunda vestibule corridors and stairway were 
crowded as never before. 
General Butler stood on the platform for about 
fifteen minutes, but of course could not be heard, 
aud did not essay to speak, but simply bowed his 
acknowledgments, while cheer upon cheer was 
given, and hats, banners and handkerchiefs were 
waved from everywhere. 
Not only were the 
trades labor people out, but In the thickest of the 
throng were business aud professional men, who 
joined In the plaudits with zeal and enthusiasm. 
None could better realize 
T he TTnpai-nlleletl M agnitude 
of the affair than the unfortunate who for any 
reason desired to reach the Palmer House during 
the hours that .the multitude surrounded the great 
building. The hotel occupies a great square, 
nearly

was all one’s life was worth to attem pt to make a 
passage through the surging throng of enthusiastic 
humanity. Of course thousands upon thousands 
were unable to secure a glimpse of the hero of tile 
occasion, struggle as 
best they might. 
The 
cable cars on State street and Wabash avenue 
continued to ruu for a short time after the 
crowd began to assemble, but at 9 p. rn. it was 
simply an impossibility to keep them in motion 
any longer, as the surging mass could not get out 
of the way lf It could, and surely could not if it 
would. Just bow tim e who were rn the mass on 
Monroe street prevented being crushed to death 
Is a mystery. There was no movlug of an Indivi­ 
dual except 
in 
a 
common 
wave. 
It had 
been arranged that General Butler should speak 
from a platform wagon, canopied with flags and 
devices of tile labor organizations, that stood on 
the Monroe street side of tile Palmer House. 
But through a heavy vehicle it was tossed back 
and forward with the surging of the crowd like au 
eggshell on the ocean. Of course every man in 
the countless throng desired General Butler to 
reach the platform 
in 
safety and all 
were 
willing to give way. They could not do it. how­ 
ever, on account of the pressure and the only way, 
the general succeeded in reaching it at all, and it 
stood only Hie width of Hie sidewalk from tho 
hotel entrance, was by the formation of a ring 
about him, composed of Colonel Major, ex-Gov- 
ernor Sprague, members of the committee and the 
respresentatives of T h e Boston G lobe and the 
Boston Herald, who contrived atter much effort to 
assist General Butler to the platform. Not a man 
engaged in the struggle escaped without being 
covered with black and blue spots, extending 
from head to foot, caused by tho elbowing aud 
pushing of the throng who were doing their best 
to make way.

T h e W lld n e * * o f t h e E n t h n * la * m 
which greeted General Butler, when finally he 
reached the platform. For more than a Quarter 
of an hour he attem pted to secure an opportunity 
to make himself heard, but the roar from tho 
throngs in the streets for blocks away finally com­ 
pelled him to desist. Meanwhile lie and ail those 
with him on the stage were in constant danger of 
being thrown in the wave of the surging human­ 
ity, the vehicle continuing to sw ayback and for­ 
ward with every movement of the living sea. 
Finally General Butler succeeded Iii returning 
within the hotel. The instant lie left the platform 
the canopy was torn Into shreds as a hurricane 
would tear a balloon and the pieces were used 
for 
trophies. 
Cheer 
after 
cheer rent 
tho 
air, the crowd passing It along from block to 
block until It seemed as though every pair of 
lungs in Chicago must be engaged In the process 
of adding to the thundering roar. Gradually the 
streets cleared, very gradually at first, but at 
length only the usual number of passers-by were 
In the vicinity, and thus closed without accident 
the greatest demonstration Chicago has ever seen 
or probably will ever see. 
What is more rem ark­ 
able about it than perhaps anything else was tho 
entire spontaneity.

At Battle Creek General Butler said:

due to excessive brain -w o rk ; th a t political mid 
social excitem ents and the rush tor wealth^jlecul- 
larly expose A m ericans to it. One of tho highest 
m edical authorities in tins country tak es a differ. 
em view. 
Tfe says that Hie brain does Its work 
w ith Hit? m inimum of effort; th at, with due nutri­ 
m ent and rest in sleep, ii can w ork continuously 
during w aking hours: th at Instead of being In­ 
jured by severe labor, It is Im proved by it, if tire 
labor Is done m iner norm al conditions; til it m en­ 
tal activity, like m uscular exercise, keeps tire 
brain In a healthy state. 
“ W heu a m an says he is 
suffering from the effects of m ental overw ork, 
the wise physician w ants 
to know w hat Ills 
vices are. 
W orry may be one. T he Worries of life 
do Infinitely more harm than tire work of fife, how 
onerous soever it m ay he.” Ii is doubtful w hether 
the greed of gain is g reater in A m erica than it is 
iii oilier countries, and the m ajority of men are 
not more disturbed In politics iii this country than 
abe tire mass of t he people of m any ot bier nations. 
I ll s Hie very ease aud luxury ot our A m erican 
life thai cause tire m ischief; Hie Indulgence In 
eating and drinking, the abuse of alcohol and to­ 
bacco, social excesses, schem ery habits, and too 
luxurious lives generally. T he ciiseu«e is func­ 
tional. 
It is not caused by organic trouble. One 
or more of the organs is not properly doing Its 
work, and (lie alm ost num berless sym ptom s are 
tire result of w hat is called "reflex" disturbance 
or excitem ent. -OL course the patient will need 
m edical lreip, but bis perm anent Im provem ent 
will depend on him self. 


8sa*Sick ness. 
Those so fortunate as to be exem pted from sea­ 
sickness are a p t to exhibit th eir selfishness by 
m aking light of th e sufferings of th eir less fo rtu ­ 
nate com panions. 
A w riter In C ham ber’s Jo u r- 
na u tters the following protest against such an 
exhibition: Some are guilty of real unkindness 
at such tim es; will “chuff” th eir unfortunate com­ 
panions aim offer them unsuitable refreshm ents. 
All this is very cow ardly, and 
deserves the 
strongest censure. 
Comd ttiev but realize for 
them selves w hat sea-sickness is), they would at 
least retrain from adding to the annoyance which 
it entails.

T he proxim ity of pipe or cigar rn iy be fatal to a 
neighbor’s chances of escaping sickness; yet, tire 
request to rem ove it, or to cease sm oking, often 
receives but a sullen com pliance, and som etim es 
even a positive refusal. 
W hen we reflect th at Hie 
voyage may be an Invalid’s quest after health, or 
tire oriel holiday of some overtaxed and carew orn 
toiler, tire iiifl.ction of any needless suffer.liq is no 
ordinary wrong. 
Few tilings are more d istress­ 
ing titan sea-sickess, teetbacive, and various form s 
ot nervous disease. 
Y et they receive little sym pa­ 
thy, because they do not usually prove fatal.' 


Tea and Coffee es Stimulants, 
Iii a recent lecture a t tire P ark es M useum in 
London, Dr. G. V. Foore said th at coffee was the 
b etter stim u lan t; but tea—tire tobacco of womeu 
—cloyed the palate less, and was easier of diges­ 
tion, lf m ade so as to exclude the astringent m at­ 
te r of the leaf. 
Coffee w as a stim ulant which 
would prove a good substitute for spirits, and its 
use should be encouraged by those who w ere try­ 
ing to reclaim the drunkard. 
Since J 854 the con­ 
sum ption o* 
tea in tire Unbred K ingdom had 
increased 
from 
tw o 
pounds 
per 
lreacl 
to 
an 
average 
of 
four 
pounds 
nine 
ounces; 
but the consum ption of coffee had in the sam e 
period decreased from an average of one pound 
six ounces to fifteen ounces each person—a result 
due to a m istaken policy on tire p a n oi tire govern­ 
m ent in allowing coffee to be adulterated with 
such rank weeds as chiccory and dandelion.

tion than tills for the victory In Engl md of tea 
over coffee iii the struggle for existence. 
The 
curious geographical distribution of tea-drinking 
and coffee-drinking has never been explained.

Chinese ail drink tea, and Frenchm en, (lei rn..us 
atm T urks all drink coffee? It Is a phenom enon 
tn a t has yet to be accounted for.

Chicago, July 2.—I came out to this region 
through Mr. Blaine’s early haunts, and travelled 
I part of the way by carriage over the gr eat na­ 
tional road. 
It was a tour to start comparison in the mind as 
lo our progress, or rather want of progress, for I 
fount lf the hotels of the present day give as good 
loud as those of forty years ago ou these O la con­ 
tinental hues of travel. I know that I met on the 
way aud talked with more refined women CO 
years of age Hun I see among the May blossom 
Dow. The dude element is ignorant of the civili­ 
zation of their grandmothers, which was better 
than that now being imported from London or di­ 
luted with mouern “culture.” 
My observation Is that the American race was 
the same as we Ana It today In essentials loo 
years ago, but that breeding has suffered by the 
very attem pts made to erect It Into a European 
exotic, aud that a good deal of the college tone 
and scholarship of our times Is so mixed with bad- 
hearted ness, affectation aud snobbery, that the 
great colleges, so called, are tile least “prideful” 
Institutions In our laud. 
I have a boy growing up. Unless my mind Is 
altered, he shall go to tne West for his education, 
aud grow up an American. 
At the old town of Washington, Penn., I took up 
two volumes of “George Combe’s Travels in the 
United States,” written forty-live years ago. I 
was so much impressed with sumo things iii them, 
that I throw together a few of the paragraphs for 
this letter. 
D rin k in g a t th e B a r. 
“Captain M arryat,” says Mr. Combe, “tile latest 
writer, mentions the American habit of drinking 
and forming social acquaintances at the bars ot 
American hotels aud taverns, and says: ‘I was 
always willing lo accommodate the Americans In 
tills particular as far as I could (there, at least, 
they will do me Justice); that at times I drank 
much more than I wished Is certain; yet still I 
gave most serious offence, especially la the 
"West, because I would not drink early iii the 
morning or before dinner, which Is a general cus­ 
tom in the Slates, although much more prevalent 
In the South aud West, where it is literally, 
‘Stranger, will you drink or fight?’ ” 
“This spirit of accommodation,” says Mr. 
Combe, “must have opeued up to Captain Marryat 
a large field of observation, and enabled him 
successfully to describe one portion of American 
life and manners. But during my whole resi­ 
dence iii the States I never drank, and never was 
even once asked to drink, at tile bar of any hotel, 
and I suspect the good people of attem pts to 
mys ify and mislead British travellers who are 
suspected of the intention of writing a book on 
the United States. 
In 
Boston I was told 
that a certain person boasts of having given Miss 
*' M artineau erroneous information for tile purpose 
of leading her into m istakes; aud another In Phil­ 
adelphia assures his friends that he 'crammed' 
Captain Marryat with old 'Joe Millers,’ that is to 
•ay, Jokes aud fictions which the captain embodied 
into his books as tacts Illustrative of American 
manners. I am not aware of having been prac­ 
tised upon with similar intentions; but tills may 
have happened unconsciously to myselt.” 
“Tile American Democracy, says Mr. Combe, 
Is a phenomenon which has scarcely had a parallel 
Bathe world. It is, therefore, full of interest in 
all its features. 
From the vast political aud 
social power wielded even by the meanest of tne 
people, from their being, uot in uaine only, but In 
fact. 
T h e S o v e r e ig n s o f th e H a tto n , 
their manners, habits, opinions and social condi­ 
tion are tar more interesting than those of Hie 
same classes in a European kingdom. If Mrs. 
Tiollope, 
or any 
other 
traveller, 
has 
de­ 
scribed 
the 
puerile 
love 
of 
titles, 
the 
ungainly habits, or tbs 
peculiar 
manner af 
some American citizens; or if, in the following 
pages, I have introduced Hie gossip of wayfaring 
people, or anecdotes of the obscurest of men, they 
really do not appear trivial to my m ind; because, 
to these very people the most profound and en­ 
lightened statesman, the most learned lawyers, 
ana the most accomplished divines, must address 
themselves; they must guide tneir uiiuerstandmg, 
and direct their passions, or allow their country 
to be ruined. 
“ In Hie election which took place In Massachu­ 
setts in November, 183U, Mr. Edward Everett, a 
man of great talents aud acomplishuieiits, Was 
ejected from office as governor ot Hie state by a 
majority of one vote. The man who gave that 
vote may have been Hie most odd or Illiterate per­ 
son described iii Hie following pages, aud the 
knowledge that such Individuals are invested with 
Influence ou Hie destinies

"The Great Western, Mr. Combe saw lying at 
tnclior iii King Boud. 
“Her first appearance disappointed us, for we 
sad heard much of her great dimensions. 
When 
joinpared with the vessels lying near her she w as 
ioen to be very long, but neither remarkably 
Broad nor high. This was her third voyage out­ 
ward. She w.is launched on the lo th of Juiy. 
1837, and sailed on lier first voyage to New Yolk 
on the 2d of April, 1888. The length of her keel 
Is 205 feet; breadth within clear of paddle- 
wheels, 35 feet 4 inches; depth of hold, 23 feet 2 
filches; tonnage by measurement, 1340 feet. This 
was the first regular Norm Atlantic steamer. 
“ We paid eighty guineas for the fare of two 
persons, and had a state-room six feet square, 
with a window five or six Inches In diameter open­ 
ing, close on the upper bed. to the sea. This left 
our apartm ent still dusky. We had two bods, 
m ice small drawers, two basins and stands, a 
shelf,water-hottles, and a few large ‘pugs for hang­ 
ing clothes on.’ 
“Prayers and sermon In the saloon from an 
American divine. 
The 
passengers 
mustered 
pretty numerously. He prayed for tne President 
of the United States and Victoria, queen of Eng­ 
land. There Is a colored family on hoard who are 
rich (was ii Robert Purvis’?), aud the young lady 
Is well educated. Sofar as I could observe, there 
was only one gentleman In the sliii> who addressed 
them , and he, to the honor of his country, was an 
Irishm an. The father is a merchant at Charles­ 
ton, and one of his own ships waits for him at 
New York. 
We are told that, on account of their 
color, this family will find It difficult to obtain 
apartm ents iii any good hotel In thai city.” 
H ow W e G et on th e K nee. 
“A lottery of sixty tickets, at a sovereign each, 
has been set on foot, Hie prizes lu which are to be 
decided by the hour at which the New York pilot 
shall hoard the vessel. There Is a great deal of 
card-playing 
and 
heavy 
betting 
on board. 
The pilot has 
Just come on 
board. 
There 
Is a great excitement as Hie prizes in the lottery 
are decided. So high has the spirit of gambling 
now risen that, before be entered the ship, bets 
were offered and taken on the color of his eves 
and whiskers, his stature, and even whether lie 
were right or left-hanued. He was so closely 
scrutinized by those whose sovereigns were de­ 
pending on his appearance that ids temper was at 
h ist a little ruffled, but when iflfwas told the 
object of the survey he submitted to it with much 
good humor. So we are old gamblers.”

“The first aspect of the city, on the side of the 
East River, strikingly resembles that of Amster­ 
dam. High, irregular, red brick fabrics, with In­ 
numerable masts, extending over a space of two 
miles in length, and half shading the houses from 
the eye, characterize both. The time since we 
left Bristol appears to he so short, and the dress, 
manners and language of the better classes are 
fTo similar to those of the same rank In England, 
that it Is difficult to ‘realize,’ as the Americans 
express It, the Idea of being so far from hom e; yet, 
In reading the newspapers, ana listening to con­ 
versation, we soon jilscover that we are in an en­ 
tirely different moral world.

Today I met Mr. Webster in company. 
The 
published bust of him, which Is a correct delinea­ 
tion of his head, shows a voluminous anterior lobe 
of the brain, indicating very powerful Intellectual 
faculties; individuality, which gives the capacity 
for details, is deficient, but omparlsou and causal­ 
ity are broad, prominent and massive. 
Benevo­ 
lence is the largest among the moral organs, and 
the base of the brain is large. 
The temperament 
Is bilious, with a portion of the sanguine and 
lymphatic. He Is a lawyer bv profession, and at 
the bar and in the United Stales Senate is recog­ 
nized as a man of gigantic intellect. 
His style in 
conversation is clear, alin Ie, 
deliberate 
and 
forcible, occasionally humorous and playful. 
“A Nantucket client had asked nim to go totliat 
Island, to plead a cause tor him. Mr. Webster, 
after mentioning the distance, the loss of time, 
and the interruption to his inner practice, said 
that he could not go unless he received a fee of 
$1000. The client objected to paying so in igo a 
sum tor pleading one cause. air. Webstei re­ 
plied, Unit Hit fatigue and loss of time In travelling 
to Nantucket, ami remaining there probably dur­ 
ing the whole circuit, amounted to as great a 
sacrifice on bis part, as it lie pleaded in every 
cause on the roll. ‘Well, then,’ said his client, 
‘conin and I will pay you Hic thousand dollars; hut

Webster went,, and was sub-let by Ills client, who 
drew toe fees to relieve his own loss. Judge 
Story, who was present, remarked, “ that he had 
often beard the anecdote mentioned, but never 
before heard It authenticated.” He added, "tho 
current edition proceeds to tell Ural your cllcut 
let you out tor $1100, saved Ids ow n pocket en­ 
tire ll", ami gained lo percent, on his speculation.” 
Mr. w ebster stated with great good humor, that, 
as his chem had not reported the amount of the 
sub-fers widen he arew, he could not tell whether 
this addition was correct or not. 
O ur Chum iing In 1840, 
"Dr. Channing is in stature below the middle 
size; he Is slender, pule, sensitive and fragile in 
his aspect. Hts nervous system seems to have 
preyed on all the other pontons of his frame. 
The anterior lobe of his brain Is well developed, 
the lower region predominating; identity Is prom­ 
inently conspicuous, aud tho organs of all the 
moral sentiments are large. His hair Is brown, 
profuse, aud hangs loos ly over Hie forehead, 
hiding Its expanse from the eye of the phrenolo­ 
gist. The lower I art of his face is small, and 
expresses gieat delicacy of feeling, gentleness 
and benevolence. His voice is feeble, but sotr, 
clear aud distinct. 
•‘A tter m y lecture, a gentleman w h o had lis­ 
tened to it addressed me, and told me that Dr. 
Channing had lost his popularity and Ills In ali­ 
enee entirely by befouling ail abolitionist ; that 
Hie discourse ‘which we had Just heaid was a 
piece of cauf, anil m at the proposal to educate 
ttie laboring people was absurd.”

"W e heard Dr. Spring of New York preach a 
highly orthodox sermon lo a numerous and very 
re'poctable-iooktim congregation. I have listened 
to orthodox sermons hi Scotland for upwards til 
thirty-live years, and have long ceased to hear a 
new idea from the puli it. I find (/alvaiilsm pre­ 
cisely the some In America as on Hie other side 
of Hie Atlantic; so purely doctrinal, and so little 
practical; so completely systematic, and bearing 
so little refen nee to any particular time, place 
or circumstances, that every preacher of it seems 
to repeat all oilier preachers.” 
R o m an ce In an In san e A sylum . 
“Another patient (on Blackwell’s Island) an­ 
nounced that he had lately made an Important dis­ 
covery—a method of navigating the flames of hell­ 
fire by means of steam!

entered England, deal roving thousands of Hie in­

From 
the 
circumstance 
that 
this terrible plague 
has Invariably first appeared among Hie Mussul 
mans of the far East. It lins obtained tho name id 
Asiatic cholera. 
Invariably Us source has been 
traced to Hie gatherings of hundreds of thousands 
of pilgrims at Mecca, where, huddled iii squalor, 
deprived 
of 
wholesome 
food, breathing tho 
noisome air and drinking the pestilential water, 
both laden with the emanations from the putrefy­ 
ing carcasses or thousands of beasts, slain as sac­ 
rificial offerings, they have courted the coming 
of tho plague and become tis easy prey. 
A foothold once gained upon the earth, tho 
cholera has stalked forth, walking In darkness 
and wasting at noonday, seeking thousands of 
victims, 
its course no one can explain. 
West­ 
ward it always takes its way. Quarantines ami 
cordons have been as powerless Mislay its course 
as they would be to check the chill east wind. It 
takes Its pertinacious march against gales of 
wind and nftMi-oons, up ami down the hanks or 
unnavigable rivers, and attacks passengers upon 
ships in mid-ocean. Sometimes it follows the 
great routes of travel; sometimes it goes by cir­ 
cuitous Courses; sometimes it passes over one 
large city, lying directly iii its course, from on • 
city to another, 
in short, no one can tell of its 
devious ways, Its comings aud Its goings, save 
that 
l l In v a ria b ly T ra v e ls W estw ard- 
It attacks alike the countries of the regions of the 
north aud of the tropics, Ii selects no especial 
season of the year for Its visits, hut continues its 
grim mareu, through heat and through cold, until 
Its strength is lost upon the Pacific shores. 
For many years the periodical visits of tne 
dreaded disease have been separated by intervals 
of twelve years. The last cocash n, however, in 
which the scourge made its appearance was iii the 
year 1805, when the city of Boston was vtuned, 
aud, although its population was not decimated 
as Hie cities of Hie East, still nut a low of Hie citi­ 
zens fell victims tu its ravages. 
Several months ago intelligence came from Hic 
East that unco more Hie dreaded disease had 
made its appearance, a f e r an Interregnum this 
lime considerably longer limn those iii the p;mt. 
At first but little notice was takeu of the a ii- 
nouncenient. and it was not Until the disease had 
C'ept slowly, hut surely, to the Mediterranean 
c l ist and the shore of France, that Hie people of 
0 ir country commenced to awaken to the stern 
fa d that once more we are lialne to receive an 
u iwelcoiue vi-fli from Hie terrible scourge. 
in the past, opinions of the most eminent physi- 
cl ins have differed concerning Hie question of tim 
co itaglousness of the malady, some asserting and 
ot mrs denying Jim piftsihllity of contagion. The 
host authorities today concur iii the belief that it 
is epidemic rather than contagious, and that no 
precaution* can entirely prevent Its obtaining a 
ioothold lu our country. Come it doubtless will; 
we can only take the utmost precautions to give it 
as little breeding ground as possible. It has heeu 
cleuionstra.ed that the disu se, 
I la vinic It* O rigin In F ilth , 
seeks kindred places In which to spend its vio­ 
lence. It Is In the slums of the cities, the quar­ 
ters where squalor reigns, in which the cholera 
holds high carnival. 
Although Isolated cases 
have occurred among tho nigher and cleanlier 
portions, still It Is among the poor aud wretched 
that tho majority ot cases Invariably occur. 
Recognizing tins fact Hie Bourd of Health, 
although always vigilant Iii their care for the pub­ 
lic welfare, are oiuUthig no precautions to ward 
oil the violence of the disease, should we unfortu­ 
nately receive a visit. A rigid quarantine was 
established June I, and all vessels sailing from 
Infected ports are obliged to undergo a thorough 
fumigation. Relying but sligtiUy, however, upon 
this, teams and competent men are constantly 
employed iii visiting Hr se portions or tile city, 
where illili Is the most liable to accumulate, alia 
thoroughly disinfecting all such places. 
This 
thoroughly organized system. It Is beimved, will 
surely check much ol Hie violence of Hie dis­ 
ease, should It appear. 
Iii the year 18C0, when tho shadow of the ter­ 
rible scourge hovered over Boston, the board of 
consulting physicians of tlie city, of which the 
eminent

was the chair­ 
man. 
publicly 
advised, as 
measures to 
lie 
adoptee! for 
protection 
against 
the 
attack 
of 
cholera, 
the 
following: 
Tranquility 
01 multi, occupation iii customary business, infict 
temperance and attention to diet. 
To these 
should he added rigid cleanliness. Too great at­ 
tention cannot he given to Hie perfection of drain­ 
age and the providing of the purest of drinking 
water. If these precautions are taken by all our 
citizens, we may be reasonably sure that although 
th.* cholera may visit our shores our population 
will certainly not be decimated by Its ravages. 


A C U K E F O K C H O I.E K A. 


Im p o rta n t D iioovery bv a D o cto r of T oulon 
—P ro g re ss of tile D iscase. 
T oulon, July I .—Dr. Trouchln, a leading phy­ 
sician of tills city, has been most successful in his 
treatment of cholera patients by Inhalation of 
oxygen, numbers 'of lives having been saved by 
this method. 
The satisfactory results of Dr. 
Trouchin’s innovation have created a sensation 
here, and attracted much attention elsewhere. 
P a ris, July I .—The latest despatches from 
Toulon state that the cholera has extended to the 
rural districts, and great excitement prevails. 
The feeling of alarm has been greatly Intensified 
by the rapid strides the disease ta making. The 
authorities confidently asserted a few days ago ‘ 
that the measures they had taken were’ such 
that it was almost Impossible for the plague 
to extend beyond the precincts iii which the 
corms were first developed; and tile news that it 
has reached Hie outlying districts has caused a 
panic among tile residents of Hie city and suburbs. 
The official report states that seven Heaths oc­ 
curred in Toulon today, aud several new cases 
have been discovered. 
P aris. July I.—The cholera has made Us ap­ 
pearance iii Lyons, several eases having been re­ 
ported today. At Marseilles business is almost en­ 
tirely suspended in consequence of Un* prevalence 
of the disease. The theatres are all closed, and the 
performers have fled the city. The French rail­ 
way authorities refuse to issue tickets to any part 
of July, the italian government having ordered 
that no fugitives from France shall be admitted 
within the Italian borders. 
Ma r se il l e s. July I.—One more death from 
cholera occurred here today. The people are now 
thoroughly alarmed, aud are fleeing from the city 
In large numbers. Over SOOD have gone since last 
Fridiy. The telegraph officials are accused of 
tampering with the press and other despatches 
scut from here, with the object of suppressing Hie 
tacts and belittling the gravity of the situation. 
Even the despatches of the foreign representa­ 
tives are alleged to have been distorted, aud much 
indignation is felt thereat. 


T D E DEA TH S* D E C R E A S IN G . 


O xygen Trove* it V ery Successful C ure fo r 
th e D iscase u t T uuloii. 
PAitis, June 2.—The official report received 
here this evening from Toulon is more cheering 
than those received the past few days, and shows 
a marked decrease in the number of deaths iii that 
city from cholera, only two fatal cases being regis­ 
tered during the past twentv-four hours. The re­ 
port says: “Much credit Is due to the energetic 
action 
of 
the physicians and sanitary offi­ 
cials, and especially to Dr. Froucbin, whose 
successful treatm ent of 
cholera patients by 
the Inhalation of oxygen led to its adoption by 
other physicians, aud to this innovation the de­ 
crease In the number of fatal eases is in a great 
measure due. 
The official report from Marseilles, received this 
evening, gives the total number of deaths irom 
cholera in that city during tne past twenty-dour 
hours as five, and says that the number of new 
cases is rapidly diminishing. Notwithstanding 
the above reports, the authorities wutinue to ex­ 
ercise active precautions against tile disease, aud 
the bigg tee vans of all trains leaving the infected 
districts are thoroughly fumigated daring transit. 
Doctor Kocli of the international cholera com­ 
mission has arrived here from Berlin. 
It lias now been definitely decided not to post­ 
pone the national fete, as was tnought necessary, 
on account of Hie prevalence of cholera Slid the 
fears of contagion from visitors. 
P a r is, July 3.—The latest reports received from 
Toulon, Marseilles 
and otftacl1 cholera-infected 
places Indicate that the spread of Hie disease has 
been cheeked, though whether permanently or 
hoi cannot now be determined. 
Among the cases 
reported at Toulon today is that of tne Italian 
consul to that city. 
Be r l in , July 3.—The German press is exultant 
that France, in her emergency, has been com­ 
pelled lo sink her hatred aud come tu Germ anv 


for assistance In the shape of Dr. Koch, upon 
whom she relies lo save her from pestilence.

P a r is, July 0.— Special reports from Marseilles 
state that the number of deaths in that city from 
cholera during tho past twenty-four hours w as 
fifteen aud that the disease is increasing hi viru­ 
lence. owing to tho Intense heat. The official re­ 
port from Toulon gives the number of deaths dur­ 
ing the past twenty-tour hours as I ti, amt states 
that Hie scourge has gained afresh I; up®, in from 
the heat. 
The excitement In this city over the 
cholera has Increased, and many tourists and 
others has left the city, having become alarmed 
at the reports received here aud the Influx of per­ 
sons from the cholera district. Today the second 
case of cholera was reported to the officials, and 
the vicinity in which Hie ease occurred was Imme­ 
diately disinfected, and the patient hurried off to 
the hospital. 
Dr. Knell, Hie discoverer of the 
cholera germ in India, expresses hopes today of 
being able to confine tho cholera at Toulon to 
that district. 
Duo death from cholera occurred today at Alk. 
seventeen miles north of Marseilles, ai d several 
new eases are reported there. Dr. Koch pro­ 
nounces the disease at Toulon Asiatic cliorera. 
London, July 7.—The Times* Paris despatch 
says that Dr. knell hag now abandoned hope m 
confining Hie cholera to the Toulon district, as ho 
yesterday believed possibles aud expresses Ins 
conviction that the disease Rill spread, not only 
into Germany, hut all over Europe.

has, he says, "obtained too sure a footing to be 
confined within the borders of France.

vises immediate sanitary precautions throughout 
the comment.

Indication* fo r th e H arv ests In VI nine, New 
D u tm* sill re unit V erm ont. 
The outlook for crops rn Maine, New Hampshire 
and Vermont is anything hut encouraging. 
In 
kl.due tho hay crop will compare very unfavor­ 
ably with that of last year, which 
was an 
unusually good one. The dryness of the spring 
has caused the grass to be late In growing, but It 
will be of good quality wneu cut. Of Hie grain 
crops it Is too early to say much. The fields 
generally look well for an average itojl but if Hie 
present dry weather continues It will prove a 
serious Injury. The cold and backward spring 
has generally made the grains later, yet they are 
of good color, well sinned, and pi ionise a good 
average yieiu. 
Potatoes and hoed crops generally 
blxnv a large falling off nom last year. 
In New Hampshire the liny coop will be but 
about 70 per cent, or the a v e rse harvest. As 
regards other crops thoy are generally backward, 
but looking well. They are beginning to leel Hie 
drought, which, lf it continues much longer, will 
seriously Injure them. Corn and beans, iii some 
sections, are unusually late by reason of frosts, 
which necessitated considerable replanting. In 
Coos, the second most prolific potato county, the 
acreage of th.ii product is only about 8u per cent. 
of tho average, tho low price ol last year’s crop 
discouraging farmers from 
planting 
a 
large 
breadth I lits season. Tile fruit outlook Is good. 
Vermont crons will also toil below Hit* average. 
The Hay crop will reach about two-thirds of an 
average, yield. Corn is backward, and In many 
places has attained but slight grow l Ii. "I lie yield 
will he small. Oats, wheat iud barley look better 
than any other crops. Potatoes are looking well, 
and nearly an average yield Is looked for. About 
85 to nu per cern. of a lull cereal crop is ex­ 
pected.

The 
main 
point about It is that it can always be relied noon 
to do the work. Of course, Hie length of time 
which is required to effect a cure depends on tile 
extent of the injury and the length of time which 
elapses from tin* infliction of the Injury until the 
remedy Is applied. The longer a ease Is neglected 
the more difficult It is to treat; that is, lo make a 
good quick job of it. 
“Many of my patrons are ladies, though you 
would hardly think so. How do they get black 
eyes? 
Well, I do not make a point to Inquire too 
muck Into these cases, ho long as they pay it is all 
right; It is not my business to Inquire into ante­ 
cedent circumstances. Women generally have a 
pretty good story made up as to Hie whys and 
wherefores of these accidents, but I ani not bound 
to believe all they tell me.

The last syllable In tills rec­ 
ord Is that ho was anxious about his bones.

Ills history. 
But not their historic 
deeds, but their faith was the point of selection 
for all the heroes of this great chapter. 
Not what 
they did, but what they were Internally In regard 
to this one point determined who should ne ad­ 
mitted and who should not.

to him a table, like a summer’s brook I tut dry. Ile 
asks for no history to be chiselled on obelisk or 
temple facade. 
Four hundred years were yet to roll away before 
the children of Israel should nave liberty to go up 
to Hie promised fatherland, hut Hic dying Joseph 
saw through the mist of time as if It were but a 
cubit's width between nim and Hie emancipation. 
I Ie saw the emancipation,and tim thought Hint that 
brought near to litin was, "Let mo sleep with my 
kin.” 
He had never forgotten his country, 
could not 
Egypt 
make Ii im all Egyptian; exile could not 
rn ako nun a foreigner, fie tonged to leave tho 
Nile aud to sleep wl ie re Urn Jordan rolled, 
tho 
faith of his youth remained line 'irrupted ny the 
whole prosperity of his Imperial life; and lsth.it 
nothinn? is this fidelity to brotherhood, native 
laud and ancestry to lie counted as unworthy of 
a r could? 
Ten thousand, yea, millions, of mon 
dwell among us and are cheered by a prosperity 
such as never came to their earlier years, yet old 
age will babbie still of the scenes ot vomit, ami 
the dying fire w ill kindle a flame of lore to Hie old 
home, aud lie were 
Au W o rth y C itizen of chis E m pire 
who could in this prosperity wipe out and forget 
Hie home oi his childhood aud the tongue of ids 
people, for among the things that are sacred none 
are more so than the remembrances of Hie cradle 
and of Hie paternal roof, of father and of motlier 
and of childhood.

But the words of the Lord say that God cares for 
all these scattered aud deposed bodies, and that 
tho ocean snail give up lls dead. 
I am not one that believes in the resurrection ot 
the literal body; nevertheless, I will never drop 
tin* language ot the d-ys when men did believe It. 
There is a shock given to a superior sentiment 
when the body is discarded aud thrown out, as 
something worn out amt worthless. How well has 
Hie body served our senses, bringing iii treasures 
hour 
by hour.

In the voice; how 
well has

delicate yet w e inletTully enduring body served us. 
Even by Hie law of association one should come lo 
cherish it and to honor IL So we do. The poor, 
helpless, withered, almost speechless old woman 
that sits iii Ute com er, Is Hie mother of our 
motlier. We do not see her palsied and dried, 
like an untimely apple overkept. What we see is 
lier service, lier lite love, as it hovers around 
about lier, Un* exhalation of Hie heart, uot tho 
despairing ut the body. 
To lids law of association Hie whole world Is In­ 
debted, I ibid almost said, more than to knowl­ 
edge itself, for knowledge that reveals to us raw 
trull) reveals to us truth that needs very much 
cooking. Absolute tact in many relations is very 
desirable, but a .ter all life itself Is wiser than 
those that teach about life. 
Where we rejoiced 
the record of joy is, and where we sorrowed, 
though Hie colors of tho walls have changed, tho 
light brown house of our fathers is often more 
beautiful to our eyes than Hie stateliest palaces 
and mansions of the rich, 
Now, I say to those that talk so philosophically 
about Hie body, “ It has served Its purpose, let it 
go; swing if off Into nature to mingle and corno 
hack Iii some remote period in anom er organiza­ 
tion.

“ We arc handling about boo pieces of baggage 
aday, and now that Hie seiiools have closed lim 
number is iller■easingdaily.” 
An assistant stood near, noting tho numbers 
of tho checks as Hie luggage was piled upon tim 
trucks. 
“ We take the m inder of every piece of checked 
baggage that goes out,” said Mr. I Turnbull, “and 
note tim tram on widen It goes.

Can I check the carriage?” 
These were a few of the requests made of tho 
baggagemaster lu rapid succession within the 
next twenty minutes. Carriages rattled up to the 
door.

watched tho driver lower ids trunk to the plat­ 
form, intended carefully to tim cheeking, asked 
two or til tee questions which lie should have asked 
at the ticket office, received courteous replies, and 
finally ambled away.

W AX M A TC H ES. 


T w o W o n d erfu l MniTiinr* l i e d In M ob ins 
T u rm . 
[Philadelphia Unit.J 
At the Nice exhibition w ire two machines 
employed iii Hic manufacture of wax matches and 
match-hox *s, shown by M. Perrier of Marseilles. 
H ie first of these is used to cut Hie matches to Hie 
proper length. The wick, covcqpd with tho wax 
coating, is wanna In long lengths upon Hie reels, 
one placed above anomer, and revolving freely. 
These reels are divided, 
around 
their 
cir­ 
cumference, 
and 
for 
their 
whole 
length, 
Into 
separate 
compartments, 
in 
each 
of 
which 
the 
match 
m aterial 
Is 
wound. 
Altogether, 
In 
Hie 
machine 
shown, 
there 
are IOO independent lengths, titty oil each reel, 
ami each length is brought to Hie front of the ma­ 
chine through a row oPlioilsouiul guides placed at 
equal distances apart. Here they are Held, aud a 
Might reciprocating and intermittent motion Is 
given lo them iii order to feed ilium forward at 
each stroke, rn trout of the machine provision is 
made for holding a stout wooden frame, having, 
however, only three sides, the two vertical sides 
being slotted to receive Mio ends of a number of 
narrow wooden strips, covered on eacli side by 
cloth, 
These 
strips 
are, 
before 
the ma­ 
chine 
is 
started, 
held 
tm 
clear 
of 
tho 
wooden frame bi tore mullioned, aud at each 
stroke of the machine one strip is allowed to fall 
into Hie fram e; at Ute same time me latter is 
moved down slightly. The machine tieing slatted, 
tho finis of alt Hie wax-covered wicks are fed for­ 
ward sufficiently to bring I hum onto tho bottom 
bar of the frame. As soon as tills is done, Hie 
lowermost of Hie strips falls into Hie (lame and 
lies on top of tho ends thai have been fed forward, 
at the same time holding them. 
A knife is then 
traversed across Hmm aoli tne, cutting all the wicks 
to the desired length. After tins tm* frame falls 
sufficiently to aflow tile ends of tho wicks to be 
again ted forward, another strip falls ana Hie 
operation is repealed. Iii lids way mo action is 
continued until the frame Is full, with from IO,OOO 
to 30,000 pieces, according to Hie size of the ma­ 
chine. The lorn til side et the frame Is then Intro­ 
duced, aud Hie whole assemblage is securely 
locked. To convert these blanks lino matches ail 
that remains to be done is to dip their cuds at one 
operation into tho igniting composition. 
The si cond machine, exhibited by tile same 
maker. Is for completing the well-known sliding 
boxes in which the matches are sold, it is some­ 
what oil tire type ut an envelope-making machine. 
The binukau! the boxes or cases, whichever may 
lie in course of manufacture, cut to form and 
decorated, are placed iii a trough, one end of 
which is fitted with a spring that presses the row 
of Planks against a gumming device time forms 
Hie othei'ciid of tile box. 
'I lie operation of draw­ 
ing the blanks successively irom Hie trough de­ 
posits the gum on Hie exact places required. Tile 
attendant then Inserts the blanks one after another 
lino a former, which doubles them to Hie required 
shape, aud delivers them as finished rases or 
boxes, as may I e. But lf after being thus finished 
they were discharged from Hie machine, Hie gum 
woald he still wet and would not hold. Tills 
difficulty is got over by I he use of a large and 
broad wheel placed In front of Hie machine. 
Around the periphery of flits wheel, and parallel 
wit ii Us axes, are formed a huge number of 
grooves the width ami depth of 
tho boxes.

strips of brass are placed around the circum­ 
ference 
at Intervals.

one of flit* grooves in Hie wheel, tho motion tieing 
so regulated as to bring a groove opposite Hie 
mouth of Hie former each time a box Is delivered. 
But the action of forcing one box into one side of 
the groove displaces another on tile opposite side. 
Tile wheel is then moved forward; another box Is 
completed by Hie time tho next groove Is pre­ 
sented, and so on. By this arrangem ent each box 
remains in its groove until the wheel,which travels 
slowly, has made several revolutions, and trills 
sufficient time for the gum to dry elapses before 
the the turn of any box conies to be ejected.

The only apparent 
deference between It and a Connecticut clock of 
novel design Is that Instead of a pendulum it has 
a time measure of equal exactitude In tin* shape of 
a rotary disk of brass containing springs which 
wind and unwind It as it tunis first iii one direc­ 
tion ai d then the other. The eloek Is a European 
invention, aud attracts considerable attention from 
passers-by. 
A salesman, in explaining Us mechanism, said: 
“ There have been former Inventions of clocks, to 
rut) as long a time as tit is, hut never on any sucli 
principle or with any success, as they never 
proved at all accurate, Unlit this clock was per­ 
fected no one ever produced a c!ock of plain con­ 
struction and general usefulness that would run 
longer than a week, or a fortnight at the utmost. 
A view of 
this wonder would have delighted 
Huygens, Hie father of clockmaker*, w im produced 
lim lust timepiece In tho shape of a clock about 
250 years ago.”

THE FALL OF SUMTER. 


Previously Unwritten Incidents 


of the Opening of the Vrar. 


I Dpleasaiit Pliffiit of a Messenger from 


President Lincoln to Governor Pickens. 


Relief for the Fort—Major Anderson's 
Stubborn Defence. 


CJ. K. L. in Chicago Intcr-Ocean.1 
In th e fall of 187a I m et in Columbia, 8. C., 
G overnor M o m , of that Stale. I wa* then collect­ 
ing for my own library incident* and anecdotes 
connected w ith the war which I bad never louud 
In pi Int. 
I made am ple notes of my conversation 
w ith G overnor Moses, so th at I am able to send 
you Iii full the entertaining Incidents which be re­ 
lated to me. 
‘•At that tim e,” said the governor,” I w as an 
aide-de-cam p 
on the 
start 
of the governor 
of 
the 
State, 
F ran cis 
VV. 
Pickens, 
aud 
also served hun as ‘special private secretary .' 
P ickens had never been an especially popular 
m an in South Carolina. 
H is record w as that of a 
•co-operaiion m an’ (m eaning a secession, lf neces­ 
sary, of all the Southern States together), as op­ 
posed to those who were iii favor of ‘separate 
S tate action,’ which latter w ere about to take the 
State out of tim Union unaccom panied by any of 
lier sisters. 
Ii was not unnatural, therefore, th at 
his course iu regard to negotiation w ith the U nited 
States governm ent was narrow ly aud som ew hat 
suspiciously scanned. 
“ H ie city was then at fever heat. 
O ther States 
had see'eoed; the C onfederate governm ent had 
been brought Into btiug at M ontgomery, Ala. 
Lincoln bad beeu inaugurated. Commissioners 
had been appointed to visit W ashington, aud had 
returned with a positive refusal by the govern­ 
m ent 
there 
to 
surrender 
the 
forts, 
and 
the feeling in favor of an im m ediate attack 
bad grow n and increased in force, aud G en­ 
eral B eauregard bad been sent to C harleston 
to take com m and, aud to supervise the erection of 
batteries lu the harbor. 
U uder orders from M ont­ 
gomery, B eauregard had twice dom furled the su r­ 
render of F ort Sum ter,aud its com m andant, M ajor 
R obert A nderson, had tw ice firmly refused to en­ 
tertain Ins dem and. 
T he C onfederate batteries 
in the harbor had been up to th at tim e unfinished, 
and Beau. egard was scarcely prepared to enforce 
his suniinous. 
G overnor 
Pickens, with Ills personal and m ili­ 
tary family, and G eneral 
B eauregard, with most 
of ins start, were then residing a t the C harleston 
Hotel. On tile evening of A pril 8 , 18U1, the lobby, 
corridors aud broad piazzas of the hotel w ere 
el ow lied as usual w ith 
A S ic lliin ii M u* • o f K e r v o n t, E x c ite d M en 
angrily discussing 
the 
absorbing subject or 
F ort Sum ter. 
I had 
ju st entered 
the hotel, 
and 
was 
m aking my

the stairs, w hen

Shaw, from tile S tate D epartm ent 
ut W ashington; th at lie had but ju st arrived In 
the city, had registered his name and address, aud 
was very anxious to go out on his return trip to 
W ashington by the IO o’clock train that night. 
H e said that Hie object of lits visit required ail 
Interview with Hie governor, which he trusted I 
would arrange lor him with as little delay us 
possible. 
“ i told him th at lie had been Im prudent in ven­ 
turing to register ins nam e aud Hie place whence 
be cam e iii Hie m idst oi snob a crowd as th at 
winch surrounded us. and I called his attention to 
Hie fact that they w ere then eagerly scanning tho 
register aud were w atching our interview with 
evident unfriendly feelings. 
F earing to leave hun

m anding tile city of C harleston. 
G eneral Beauregard was sent for, and haviug 
tom e in and been presented to Mr. bouw, tao la t­

velope, 
unsealed, and w ith no outside address, and, open­ 
ing It, read Worn tile single sheet which It con­ 
tained words iii substance as follows: 
“ ‘T he president of the United Hiatus Inform s 
the governor of bom b Carolina th a t an attem pt 
will be m ade to provision F o rt Sum ter. 
If such 
attem pt be not resisted the president of the United 
(States will not reinforce the fort, either w ith men 
or am m unition. 
If such attem pt is resisted the 
fort xx ill be provisioned aud reinforced a t auy and 
all hazards.’ 
“ Having heard the cooim unication (which was 
unsigned) read, and having received it from the 
bands of Mr. biiaw, G overnor P ickens w rote at 
the bottom of the page tiiese w ords; 
“ The above.w as com m unicated to us by Mr. 
Thom as Shaw, who represented him self as an at- 
tacne of the D epartm ent of State at Washington, 
ana said th a t he was com m issioned by the presi­ 
dent ot the United States to read it to—and having 
read it—to leave it w ith the governor of South 
C arolina.’ 
“ To tins G overnor Pickens and G eneral B eaure­ 
gard attached th eir official signatures, w ith the 
date, and sim per was ordered for Mr. Shaw, who 
was requested to rem ain in tile governor’s room s 
until Hie latter could consult w ith G eneral B eau­ 
reg ard as to w hat reply should be made to tho 
paper Mr. Shaw Jrad presented. 
“ T he proprietor of the hotel a t th a t m om ent 
cam e up stairs aud intonned G overnor P ickens 
th a t there was grave danger for the saiety of Mr. 
Shaw ; m a t tile crowd of augry men assem bled be 
low was m om entarily Increasing, and was block­ 
ing up Hie street In iront of the botel; th a t Hie 
new s bad spread am ong them th a t a “ m essenger 
from Lincoln was closeted with the governor,” 
and th ai m easures m ust be taken to secure Mr.

by Colonel C hestnut of B eauregard’* start, f o r ­ 
m erly United 
stales senator, to which M ajor 
A nderson returned tho leply th at he 


W ould h e f r n * (tie Fort, lf A ttacked, 
with all ’lie m eans a t his command. 
“ Up to this tune M ajor A nderson’* mali for the 
B o n k , containing letter* from his officers aud 


men to their fam ilies, and his own official reports 
to Ids governm ent, had been brought over from 
Hie fort by an officer and delivered to G overnor 
Pickens, who In turn gave it in charge to one of 
hts aids, and lie transferred It to Hie postm aster 
at the office ot the latter. 
This was in accordance 
w ith a prom ise irom Pickens to M ajor Anderson 
that ihe la tte r’s outgoing and 
incoming mail 
should pass through the hands of Hie form er, thus 
giving It his official protection, and saving it from 
any Interference. 
Mrs. Anderson, who was for­ 
m erly a Miss Ollueb of G eorgia, was then a t the 
b o ld , under the care of G overnor Pickens. 
"A tter the receipt of the paper from President 
Lincoln. G eneral B cauregaid seized Major A nder­ 
son’* outgoing mall at the post office In Charles­ 
ton, aud the papei s it contained shed some light 
on the condition of affairs ai Fort Sum ter. Among 
other papers was an official report to the adjutant- 
general at W ashington In regard to m atter* aud 
things at Hie fort. 
It referred at some length to 
a 
pian 
for 
Ills 
relief 
which 
had 
been 
thought 
of 
in 
W ashington, 
and 
was 
re­ 
ferred to by A nderson 
In 
this 
report 
as 
luivlng beeu com m unicated to bim by A ssistant 
Secretary of the Navy G. V. Fox, who had passed 
through C harlestou a short lim e before this on a 
visit to the P it. 
M ajor A nderson protested 
against th* carrying out of auy sui h plan, us he 
saw th at it would tail of success. 
It evidently 
referred to an approach to Hie fort by the use of 
sm all boats, lur I recollect lie used these words, 
* Eveu w ith your uoats a t our very w alls they 
would be 


Crushed to F le e r * b y the H eb ei f la tt e r ie s 
before you could land your m en.’ 
He 
also 
Raid th at Ins stores w ere exhausted, his m eats of 
all kinds w ere entirely gone, aud th a t he had but 
biscuits or crackers enough in Hie fort to last his 
men two days. 
He closed his report in words the 
substance of which I can .never forget. 
They 
w ere: ‘I shall strive to do my duty, although I 
frankly confess th a t my h eart is not iii the w ar 
which I see is to be thus com m enced.’ 
“On Friday, the 18th of April, (lie first shot was 
fired by Edm uud Ruffin of V irginia, from th e ‘Iron 
B attery’ on M orris Island, aud on S aturday, the 
14th, a t about 12 o’clock in the afternoon the 
white flag was displayed from the ram parts of 
the fort, w here it could scarcely be recognized on 
account of the dense clouds of sm oke which as­ 
cended from the tire raging iii the interior of Hie 
lo n ress. J u st before that flag was raised the fire 
bad penetrated Into every p art of the structure— 
Hie 
flames 
could bo seen from 
the city cs 
they rose above 
the 
ram p arts—every 
case­ 
m ate was filed with sm oke and eluders—iu some 
of m ein officer* and meu 
w ere 
lying 
pros­ 
trate. w ith w ater-soaked handkerchiefs apl lied to 
their faces. 
The fear of death by fire, added to 
the m ortification over the necessity oi surrender, 
produced am ong all th a t condition of mind which 
m ight he aptly term ed despair. 
And yet up to a 
tew m om ents before—with 
Hie 
flames raging 
around him —and the fire fast approaching to with­ 
in five feet of the m agazine. M ajor Anderson, with 
a courage and endurance w orthy of the cause he

w ater may run, or how steep tho falls are, tho 
salm on goes up stream Just as easy as be does 
down.'

The Strange Courtesy of W arning- 
Biting Thumbs to Declare War.

“ Boys, don’t leave the farm .” No, boys, Just 
take the fau n right along with yon when you go 
anyw here. 
You will find it handy lf you fall lo 
aet a situation rn un. o u t, •>* y uu probably will. 


[Saturday Review.] 
A foreign visitor to N aples who glances through 
the police reports In one of the local papers will 
form but a poor oplniou of Hie security of the city. 
He will read, am ong other things, th a t from four 
to five persons are, on an average, dally fouud 
Blabbed In the streets, aud th at those of tile vic­ 
tim s who are still living, alm ost w ithout exception, 
declare th a t they are unable to supply any Inform a­ 
tion with respect to their assailants. This in itself 
is startlin g ; bu t when lie learns th a t neither the 
killed nor the wounded have been robbed of a 
penny Ills surprise will increase, and lie will not 
Im probably arrive a t the conclusion th at the tow n 
Is infested by a band cf m iscreants, who take a 
disinterested pleasure in m urder, and look upon 
stabbing as a legitim ate fonn of sport. The fact 
is th at these crim es Lave all their origin iii the 
vendetta, aud th a t the lips of the sufferers ate 
sealed by a sense of honor not more perverse th an 
th a t which would prevent any gentlem an from re­ 
porting Hie nam e of an opponent by whom he bad 
been wounded In a duel. 
Both the v endetta and 
the duel arc unquestionably barbarous and Im­ 
m oral; but to take an unfair advantage Iii either 
is base, and this is a baseness of which tho low est 
of the lazzaronl, to do him justice, is rarely guilty, 
even In bis death agony. 
The N eapolitans boast th a t they are not a re­ 
vengeful people; and this Is tru e if we com pare 
them only w ith the C orsicans and C alabrese. They 
stand 
too fully under the im pression of Hie 
m om ent; they are too light-hearted and also too 
good-natured to hoard up the mem ory of an I n u it 
as if it w ere a secret treasure, aud to w alt and 
watch patiently for years for an opportunity of 
wiping It out in blood, 
lfence family feuds are 
alm ost unknow n among them , although family Is 
constantly quarreling with family. 
Alm ost as 
soon 
as 
the 
traveler 
southw ard 
passes 
Salerno lie finds him self 
am ong a different 
race. 
The form s are taller and sturdier, tho 
features m ore strongly m arked, and the move­ 
m ents heavier, but, a t the sam e tim e, m ore deci­ 
sive; energy is no longer expended in constant 
gesticu latio n ; the faces of men and women alike 
are stern, alm ost .forbidding, In 
their aspect, 
though be can hardly fall to be stru ck by the fact 
th at there is m ore physical beauty here than in 
the region be lias Just left. The population seems 
to be w anting in the im agination, the spontauiety, 
the quick responsiveness, the poetry, the wit and 
the hum or of the N eapolitaus, though their unin­ 
telligible dialect renders it im possible for him to 
be quite certain th at be may not be m istaken on 
any of these points; hut lie feels th a t the persons 
whom be m eets, though less am iable, arc men 
On TV bose Fricudshlo fie Could Holy 
more firmly, and w hose enm ity be would have 
more reason to dread. 
Ho bas 
entered the 
country of Hie true vendetta. 
Yet In N aples, too, as we have seen. It exists, 
though In a far m ilder form , aud it is easier there 
to obtuiu trustw orthy Inform ation about It. 
It Is 
not the wild and reckless vengeance which for­ 
eigners usually suppose, but vengeance reduced 
to rule and recognized by public opinion. 
It Is 
only iii Hie m ost highly civilized societies th at 
men are content to en tru st the defence of th eir 
honor to the law. 
Indeed, E ngland is alm ost tile 
only country in Europe in 
which 
tho upper 
classes do so frankly. 
E veryw here else it is felt 
th at there are personal w rougs which m ust be per­ 
sonally avenged, and any attem pt to bring these 
before the public tribunals Is considered an act of 
cow ardice. 
W hat constitutes a technical iusult of 
this kind is a question on which we cannot en ter 
here, as the details of tho codo differ lu dif­ 
ferent 
countries, 
and 
even 
In 
different 
classes; but it Is perfectly well know n to all 
whom it concerns. 
Now tho lazzaronl entertain 
these lecllngs as strongly as the m ost chivalrous 
no b les; the vendetta Is their duel, aud auy peasant 
or fisherm an who shrinks from entering upon one 
when due cause is given is treated with us m uch 
contem pt by Ins equals as a G erm an officer would 
ho if lie relused a challenge. This explains a fact 
th a t Has often puzzled strangers. 
When a m an 
has been stabbed, the sym pathy of the populace is 
utmost invariably on the side et the assailant, 
whom they consider the probable victim of an 
unjust and ct uel law. 
The act of which ho has 
been guilty Is no crim e iii their eyes. 
They know 
th a t ids lilo would have been rendered intolerable 
if lie had not com m itted it, and th a t uow tho only 
prospect before him , lf lie be discovered, is death 
or a life-long ignominy. 
Iii Hie old days the 
brigands were constantly recruited by men who 
had such a "m isfortune,” aud who fled to tho 
m ountains to escape the gallows. 
V endetta may he Incurred lu a num ber of differ­ 
ent ways. W hen a man has been slain or a wouiau 
seduced, the duty of revenging the act falls upon 
the nearest male relative, though if he be ad­ 
vanced iu years it will probably lie undertaken by 
a younger kinsm an. 
In these cases punishm ent 
follows us a m atter of course, aud no w arning 
need be given, The w orst of personal insults is a 
rem ark casting obloquy ou a parent, especially a 
dead m other. 
M erely to curse lier soul is com­ 
paratively harm less, aud eveu an allusion to lier 
past life need uot be taken am iss. 
T here are a 
num ber of N eapolitan expressions which strangers 
rarely hear, as they are 
O n ly lin e d fo r 1’u i-p ose* o f P r o v o c a tio n , 
anil which, with a very different m eaning, have 
tho saute weight which such term s as liar or 
cow ard would have lf addressed to a continental 
officer. 
A blow from a m aster or an acknow l­ 
edged superior Is rarely seriously resented; from 
an equal it is said th a t one given with a stick m ay 
be forgiven, while one w ith the hand m ust be 
avenged. 
It is difficult, however, to obtain accu­ 
rate inform ation as to tilts and several other points 
iii the lazzaronl’* code of honor. 
A8 soon as a man feels him self aggrieved, lie 
m ust give fair notice to his enem y; eveu if lie in­ 
tends to avenge Hie insult on the spot, lie m ust 
allow his opponent tim e to unclasp his knife. N or 
is this all. T here I* a strange courtesy and con­ 
sideration for others iii these liot-hloodeu N ea­ 
politan beggars. A crim e of violence Is very rarely 
com m itted in the house of a friend or tavern, as 
this would cause the host unpleasantness. 
W hen 
the young men quarrel over their wine they do 
Holily at.once a t each other’s th ro a ts; they talk 
and gesticulate fiercely, so that the stranger thinks 
a lieu light may begin a t any moment. 
W hile Hie 
noise Bots there is no danger; as soon as the m at­ 
ter grow s serious, those concerned become quiet 
and drop away iii groups lo settle their differences 
where nobody but them selves will have to bear 
the consequences. 
A w arning of vendetta may be given in so many 
w ords; but ibis is rarely done except in private, 
as, it the th reat w ere know n, the danger of the 
victor would he increased. 
The language of signs 
which every N eapolitan of Hie lower class knows 
is generally made use of, and Hie gesture m ost 
commonly employed is m ade by 
pressing the 
thum b aud forefinger together in such a way lls to 
leave a narrow si ae# betw een them , which Is sup­ 
posed to typify the iioie the challenger hopes to 
m ake iii bis adversary's body. 
In N aples, too, 
men still bite their thum bs, as they did iii the 
days of Samson and G regory; aud this is not an 
expression oi contem pt, btu a declaration of war. 
T his gesture, however, has fallen a good deal out 
of use of late, as it is ap t to attract attention, aud 
it is said to bu discouraged by the cam orra. 
W hen the w arning lins once been given and 
understood, Hie claim s of honor are satisfied. 
From thenceforth each opponent Is free to guard 
his own life and attem pt that of lits adversary as 
best in can. 
lie may lurk lu dark and lonely 
corners and 


S h it) in th e H a c k W ith o u t S lin m c . 
T his, which seem s to un Englishm an the foulest 
spot In the vendetta, has certainly been spreading 
of late years, since the vigilance of the police has 
rendered a fair com bat alm ost Im possible, aud 
cunning aud secrecy are the only arts by which 
the victor can hope to escape. 
Iii the old days, 
when an offence was slight, a fair com bat with 
knives, which ended in a scratch, is said to have 
been 
thought 
as 
satisfactory 
by 
the 
biz 
/.aroid 
as 
it 
is 
still 
by 
the 
journalists 
of Furls, though the 
fiercer kind of vendetta 
has alw ays 
existed 
iii 
the 
South. 
Yet, 
even when it assum es its w ildest form, th ere 
are considerations th at will stay the hand of the 
avenger. 
We have the following story on w hat 
seem s to us good authority. 
A Calabrese who had 
incurred vendetta fled to the neighborhood of 
N aples, and rem ained there betw een five and six 
years. 
A m arriage then took place iii his lam ilv; 
it was desirable that lie should Le present, and lie 
thought Hie interval was long enough to perm it 
lulu to visit his home iii safety. 
H e invited one of 
Isis new friends to accom pany film. 
They m et his 
old opponent in tie stieet, and lie passed them 
w ithout no n ce; I-ut, on m eeting the Neat oUtan 
alone one evening in 
the tavern, he treated 
him w ith very m arked, though n t effusive, 
courtesy. 
The 
two 
acquaintance* 
returned 


to N aples w ithout the slightest unpleasantness. 
A year or so later th e Calabrese, thinking th at the 
affair had blow n over, resolved to settle once m ore 
iii ills uatlve place. 
In a very few days lie was 
fouud stabbed to death. A tter some years Hie 
N eapolitan once more accepted an invitation to 
the village, and w hile there spoke about the m ur­ 
der of his friend to the tavern-keeper. 
“ It was 
the old vendetta, of course.” “ Yes, but — had 
several opportunities daring the w edding; why did 
not he take advantage of any of then,? 
That 
would have been painful to you, aud no Calabrese 
would w illingly be rude to a foreign guest.” 
T here was a good deal of provincial bravado In 
tho reply, no 
doubt, but the sentim ent th a t 
prom pted it was real. 
That wa* w hat th e inn­ 
keeper thought it would be truly noble to do; p er­ 
haps, after all, it was w h a t 
did. 
To retu rn to N aples. 
Meu will often speak In 
the h eat of a m om ent words which they reg ret 
when they are cool. 
A vendetta seldom arise* 
out of these, unless the two opponents arc alone 
and 
D r a w T h e ir K n iv e s A lm o n t at O n ce . 
lf they have com panions, two parties 
are 
im* 
m ediately form ed bv a common understanding, 
and each of lite adversaries is accom panied home 
by his supporters on roundabout w ays which pre­ 
vent the chalice of a m eeting. 
One friend has 
cigars to buy a t a particular shop, another m ust 
pay a little account, a third Is obliged to speak a 
word or two w ith hts cousin. 
The rage 
of 
both 
the 
adversaries 
Ii is 
generally cooled 
down 
considerably 
before 
they reach their 
own 
doors, 
and 
In 
an 
hour 
or 
so 
afterw ard they are ready to listen to reason. 
If 
the case be a difficult one, a cam orrlst Is called as 
um pire to decide who has beeu technically In the 
wrong, and the man against whom judgm ent Is 
given Is expected not ( lily to m ake an apology to 
his opponent but to Invite him, the friend* who 
prevented the affray, aud. above all. the cam orrlst. 
to a sum ptuous dinner. 
It may be rem arked here 
th a t the cam orra undertakes the task of avenging 
the w rongs done to his ow n mem bers. 
If any one 
of them be killed or wounded, his kinsm en arc In­ 
form ed th a t they have neither the duty nor Hie 
rig h t to undertake the v en d etta; vengeance In such 
a case belongs to the association alone, aud It 
rarely falls in Inflicting it. 
Old men am ong the lazzaronl assert that the 
vendetta has Peen dem oralized of lute. 
T hirty 
years ago the offences I hat m ust be answ ered by 
Hic knife w ere clearly know n. 
Now men stab 
each or her Iii a passing tit of passion, or w hat is 
worse, from rivalry in business, and the populace 
which would form erly have torn such a culprit to 
pieces is now cacei' to screen him. Tin y com plain 
th a t Iii m om entary encounters the due notice is not 
alw ays fairly given, but that a inau often draw * 
lits own knife from his own pocket, and even u n ­ 
ci isps it. before he speaks a word of w arning, and 
th a t such an act of m urder, not vendetta, is not 
sufficiently resented. 
W hether these things are 
so or not we cannot say. and we have no desire 
either to contribute to the re-establlshm ent of Hie 
vendetta in Italy , or to acclim atize it iii England. 
If we have thought It worth while to give tills 
rough sketch of its character, It Is because It is 
Hie last poor and degraded survival of a condi­ 
tion of things through which every civilized 
country in Europe lins passed, and which, whcu 
it was in the ascendant, term ed the them e of a 
thousand rom ances, sonic of which are uot yet 
forgotten.

A rchie was a sailor, aud, owing 
to some lovers’ quarrel, he departed suddenly on 
a lo n g voyage w ithout bidding Nancy farew ell. 
His ship wa* never sighted after nile left port cm a 
d ark , cloudy m orning. 
M onths after she had 
gone, a narrow a m p of hoard with g u t m ouldings 
and 1-tters wa* w ashed ashore on the west side 
of ibe island, w here some one found IL and de­ 
ciphered the word “ A rethusa.” 
It was the nam e 
or A rchie Luce’s ship! They carried It to Nancy. 
Then about Hits limo her goat died, and this lat­ 
ter bereavem ent greatly added to lier grief. 
Tills 
attachm ent In Itself w as not curious, but the effect 
of the goat’* death upon bet was a great surprise 
to the village folk. 
W hile tier parents lived sh* 
declined to see any oho for a long tim e; but alter 
th eir death she was of necessity forced lo have 
m ore or less to do with tim outside world, and 
gratin illy became accustom ed lo receiving visits.

He is now fighting tor the unit rule, 
although It has been supposed that the unit rule 
was already determ ined upon. 
W ithout the unit 
rule in force C leveland’* case is hopeless; with It 
he Is In danger of losing all on the first throw of 
the die. One qusstiou is. can he hold New York 
by a m ajority vote of the delegates? Flow er and 
Randall and Bayard and T hurm an aud M< .'Donald— 
that is their frie n d s-a ll claim th a t the G overnor 
has not a m ajority, bu t lf he has the opposition 
to him Is of such a ch aracter th a t It claim s recog­ 
nition In the convention. 
As D em ocrats they 
claim th at they are acting honestly In refusing to 
obey an indefinite vote iii lavor of unanim ity. 
W ith New York divided th ere can be no chance 
for the nom ination of lier G overnor. Cleveland’s 
triends are le'S patronising and assuring. 
They 
have not subtracted a siugle digit from any 
previous estim ate, but tliev cannot be pinned down 


lo any definite statem ent, and Ins candidacy Is of 
such a nature th a t Indefiniteness hurts. 
The 
tre a t mass of delegates and other D em ocrats havo 
simply been willing to accord him the nom ination 
lf he could show such positive strength as to 
prove him the choice of New York In such degree 
as would make th a t S tate sure for him.

W hen tile Cleveland men 
are asked w hat votes lie can get Varnell no other 
man can, they point to the Independent Kepubll 
cans; when asked about the 
F r o , .lr O f f e n d e d In N e w Y o r k C ity 
because of appointm ents and vetoes, their answ ers 
are unsatisfactory, and ab stract instead of con­ 
crete.

The higher education of the few m ainly affects 
them selves; but the education of the m asses, 
which shall leaven the whole lum p, is Hie founda­ 
tion upon which the beneficence and perm anency 
of our governm ent m ust rest a t last. 
A republic 
differs, as it ought to differ, from any other form 
ot governm ent in the fact th at it rests upon Hie 
people and m ust be guided and e arn ed on by their 
Intelligence alone. 
Do not these considerations show th a t it is the 
constitutional duty of tile national governm ent in 
prom oting “ tile general w elfare," to provide, to 
the fullest extent, the m eaus of general educa­ 
tion. not by separate schools established by the 
governm ent, but in aid of those already in opera­ 
tion founded by the people of Hie S tates? 
From these views you, gentlem en, readily see. 
therefore, lipw m uch I hope to be w ith you lf pos­ 
sible.
